Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones

THE IssuE oF 1916. 

The Democrats claim that they 
have a walk-away in 1916. 

The Republicans assert that the 
country is already tired of the Dem- 
ocratic administration, and _ they 
charge that the low tariff has been 
producing hard times. Their theory 
is that they will have a walk-away in 
1916. 

Progressives confidently assert that 
the only strength in either one of the 
old parties remains in the pledges to 
the people that they will carry out 
Progressive principles in the future. 
They assert that notwithstanding the 
fact the they slumped nearly three- 
- fourths of their strength in the recent 
election, that the reason all laid in the 
fact that the Progressives joined with 
the Republicans simply to lick the 
Democrats. These Progressives in- 
sist that in a national election where 
a President is to be voted for that the 
most progressive members of both the 
old parties will stand together for 
real progressive progressism under 
the Progressive party banner in 1916. 

The Prohibition party is “perking 
up,’ and its members assert that the 
country is coming around their idea 
by leaps and bounds. Their joy 
knows no bounds since they attained 
a majority in the House of Represen- 
tatives on the question of a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for na- 
tional prohibition. 

Who will deny that America is 
next door to political utopia, since 
nearly every one interested in politics 
can figure out their coming victories? 


THe Post OFFriceE SuRPLUS 

Former Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock claimed to have achieved a sur- 
plus in the Post Office Department, 
but no sooner did he lose himself in 
the mining regions of Arizona than 
his successor, General Burleson, chal- 
langed the statement, and claimed that 
there had been a deficit of nearly a 
million dollars. Now the Postmaster 
General asserts that he has a real sur- 
plus of receipts of $3,500,000 or more, 
over operating expenses. Perhaps it 
serves Mr. Burleson right to have the 
critics refuse to admit his claim. They 
declare that if all the general ex- 
penses were paid from postal receipts, 
and not from the Treasury direct, 
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that the surplus would vanish into 
thin air. Postmaster Generals have 
been juggling with the puzzles of sur- 
plus and deficits for years, principally 
because there has never been an in- 
telligent accounting in the Post Office 
Department. They do not know, and 
neither does anyone else know, the 
true state of Post Office finances. 
Millions of dollars worth of public 
property and buildings owned and oc- 
cupied by the government appear to 
obscure the power of the Department 
to arrive at a true balance. 


NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS 

The evidence is strong that the peo- 
ple who would dig into conditions 
surrounding the lack of national pre- 
paredness are losing ground. Presi- 
dent Wilson and the “War Ministers” 
of the Cabinet promptly discouraged 
a Congressional investigation, and 
former President Taft came to the 
support of the Administration in say- 
ing that such investigations are use- 
less. The result of the agitation indi- 
cates that the numerous investigations 
which have heretofore been had along 
these lines produced more informa- 
tion than the country is willing or able 
to use. Uncle Sam apparently has a 
lot of cards up his sleeve which he 
could use in the war game if it really 
became necessary. 


Tuer CALIFORNIA EXPOSITIONS 

It has been announced that the 
opening of the San Diego Exposition 
has been postponed for several 
weeks. The San Francisco Exposi- 
tion*apparently has become a sort of 
side issue for the San Diego affair, if 
one is to judge conditions by the rep- 
resentation given to the two shows in 
the public print. Both Expositions 
claim, as the reason for their exist- 
ence, that they are commemorating 
the completion of the Panama Canal, 
and while in these troublesome war 
times the Panama Canal is remaining 
neutal, yet there appears to be little 
neutrality among the competing ex- 
positions. The California people are, 
to outward appearances, working 
without friction, yet it is a well 
known fact that one of the big trans- 
continental railroads is backing the 
San Diego proposition as a competitor 
of the San Francisco fair. The ex- 
periences of past years has demon- 
strated that one great expostion has 
been sufficient to satisfy everybody 
for a period of several vears, but Cali- 
fornia is defying the fates and is at- 
tempting to pull off a double-header. 
Of course it is unfortunate for the 
promoters of the Expositions that 
there should be a great war to detract 
attention from the magnificent fairy- 
lands they claim to have created. Per- 
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haps the most disastrous feature will 
be the discouragement of exhibitors. 
The California people are keeping 
mum about this important phase of 
the situation. The schemes by which 
people are induced to save up their 
money, or enter competitions to secure 
transportation to California, are not 
producing much enthusiasm.  Cali- 
fornia is a great state and a wonder- 
ful show in itself, but the indications 
are that it has an overdose of exposi- 
tions. 


Firty YEARS AT THE WHITE House 

Colonel William H. Crook is chief 
disbursing officer at the White House. 
On January 5th he will complete his 
fifty years of service as a White 
House employee. Colonel Crook was 
the bodyguard of President Lincoln 
and he has known the family life and 
habits of every occupant of the Exe- 
cutive Mansion for half a century. At 
one time he wrote his reminiscences, 
and they were published in the Satur- 
day Evening Post. Through chivalry 
he made it appear that all our Presi- 
dents were fine men. Colonel Crook 
was the bodyguard of President Lin- 
coln and was constantly with him in 
the Civil War. He was off duty t’:e 
night Lincoln was assassinated. He 
is the grand old man at the White 
House lot. 


Tue Lireracy TEST 

The Washington government real- 
izes that now more than ever 
there should be intelligent legislation 
in reference to immigration. Presi- 
dent Wilson reiterates the contentions 
of President Taft, who vetoed an im- 
migration bill just before the close of 
his term, that the literacy test is fair 
neither to the immigrant nor to the 
country. While the United States 
has held open its doors to desirable 
immigrants, yet there has been a 
strong sentiment that more restrictive 
methods should be adopted. Evvident- 
ly President Wilson and his predeces- 
sor believe that all other conditions 
being favorable, it is time enough for 
immigrants to learn to read and write 
the English language after entering 
upon their residence in this country. 


PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE 
A Committee of the United States 
senate has been holding hearings upon 


the bill designed to give ultimate in- 


dependence to the Philippine Islands. 
It is determined that such a policv 
will be carried out; but there appears 
to be a great deal of lack of decision 
as to the manner in which this is to 
be brought about.

Missouri, 
where woman suffrage was decisively 
defeated, has only 105 men to every 
100 women, and Ohio, which literally 
swamped suffrage a second time in, 
two years at the polls, only 104 men 
to 100 women. Montana, where the 
contest was very close, has 152 men 
to 100 women, the third highest ratio

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Dr. Cuaryes H. LeverMorE made a telling address 
in Beverly Farms, Sunday evening, on the great problem 
of international arbitration. As a director of the World 


Peace Foundation he has made a profound study of the » 


. international relations in Europe. He registered a pro- 
test against the power of any government or governments 
to coerce or subject any other government or people with- 
out the consent of the people themselves. His position 
seems tenable and fair. It is Alsace and Lorraine, not 
Germany and France, that should determine the govern- 
mental control of those two states. The people of Alsace 
and Lorraine should have the right to determine by popu- 
lar vote whether the States should remain together or be 
separated, or be independent separately or independent 
and form a little nation of two states or whether either 
or both should join Germany or France as states of either 
of these two governments. That principle seems funda- 
mental and is underlying the whole contest abroad. Dr. 
Levermore made a vigorous appeal for the application 
of the principles of Jesus Christ to nations. That the 
principles of Christ have found acceptation and power 
in individual lives is apparent, but the principles of friend- 
ship and brotherly kindness have never been tried out 
in diplomacy. There is no contesting such a statement. 
The diplomatic relations of all the powers of Europe 
have been conducted on anything but a basis of brotherly 
kindness. When that era can be ushered in war must 
cease. The root of all evil is selfishness. This war is 
but an expression of international selfishness. The price 
of selfishness is great. The time must come and will 
come when the nations of the earth will recognize the 
folly of armed selfishness and the triumphant advantages 
of peace. The World’s Peace Foundation has a great 
fight ahead of it, but the principles are fundamental and 
unassailable. Brotherly kindness between nations, though 
ideal, visionary and unwelcome, is nevertheless the solu- 
tion and only solution of international disagreements. 
There was and is no good-will present in the old world 
trouble. It is this absence of international good-will that 
has caused the war and nothing else.

Tur Protest Finep by President Wilson with the 
British governement was a diplomatic incident of first 
importance and nothing more. There was nothing in the 
note that might be interpreted to be an ultimatum. The 
friendship that exists between the mother country and 
the homeland is too strong to be even strained by the 
serious question presented for consideration. The United 
States has done everything possible within its power to 
maintain a strictly neutral position. The issue now 
raised concerns the rights of neutral ships upon the high 
seas in times of war and raises again one of the issues of 
the war of 1812. Great Britain has been scouring the 
seas to destroy the German over-ocean trade and has done 
everything possible to prevent trade in contraband stuffs. 
In this over-zealous work the rights of neutral ships oper- 
ating under the American flag have been violated. The 
constant complaints which have been registered with the 
government, of Great Britain’s interference with Amer- 
ican trading vessels forced the government to take notice 
of it and to file vigorous protest. This is the substance of 
President Wilson’s note. In addition to the remonstrance 
against the British policy of intercepting neutral vessels 
the president has served notice that the government of 
Great Britain will be held financially responsible for dam- 
ages caused by such interference in the past and in the 
future. The note was diplomatic and courteous. To 
forecast its disposition is easily forseen. In the future 
greater care will be exercised and neutral American ships 
will be unmolested. The question of indemnity for dam- 
ages already incurred will doubtless be left until the war 
has passed over. In simple words, President Wilson has 
told the English government that the American people 
object to the interference by the British navy with Amer- 
ican commerce and that later the Government intends to 
collect damages for expenses incurred by citizens of 
America by Great Britain’s policy of interfering with 
vessels upon the high sea. 


Corp WEATHER AND Fires appear together. If one 
will but notice, every severe cold spell brings with it a 
severe fire. This time Chelesa was menaced, but prompt 
service from neighboring cities made it possible for the 
fire department to hold the conflagation in check. Safety 
first propagandas doubtless do much good, but every. 
great fire that breaks out reveals the carelessness of man 
and the fury of the elements. There is still a wide field - 
for a campaign of education along the lines of fire preven- 
tion.

Can You WRITE 1915 every time? 
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WHILE THE Wak is not yet ended it must be admitted 
that Germany has gained and is holding just what she 
went after. The forces of that country occupy by mili- 
tary rights practically all Belgium. The much-coveted 
seaports have been acquired. I1f Germany can hold the 
boundary of its empire just where it now is until the end 
of the conflict she will be satisfied with the gains made 
if they can be held. The notice given the United States 
that the United States consuls to Belgium must in each 
case be personna grata to Germany is indicative of that 
control in Belgium. But such a situation may not long 
continue. It is evident that the Allies are playing a 
“waiting game” and intend to prepare for a vigorous cam- 
paign to oust the Germans from Belgium. This pro- 
gressive and aggressive policy is likely to become evident 
in the early spring. To cede the coast to Germany 
would be a failure for the Allies. It is the purpose now 
of the Allies to reclaim Belgium, to drive out the Ger- 
mans and restore the power there to the Belgians. Noth- 
ing else can be agreeable to them. The Alsace and Lor- 
raine problem will be settled, but the integrity of Belgium 
' has become now an issue of greater importance. The 
Balkan problem was merely a pretext for western gains. 
The Balkan question will be settled by the war, but as 
matters now stand it does not take a seer to forecast the 
necessity for a desperate struggle to oust Germany from 
Belgium. That is now the task at hand for the Allies in 
the west. 


Tue AcE oF INDISCRIMATE CHARITY has passed. In 
the future large and fruitful gifts will be invested in con- 
structive philanthropies. To prevent poverty, inefficiency 
and crime is a greater mission than to attempt to punish 
crime or cure its evil effects. Good schools are construc- 
tive investments that yield large returns to the community 
by the increased efficiency of its products. In the past 
much has been done for boys and but little for girls. 
But Mr. Theodore Vail has proposed to give to Lydon- 
ville a farm for a school of constructive instruction for 
girls. The state ought to seize the opportunity thus pre- 
sented. Mr. Vail’s constructive ability in managing the 
American Telegraph and Telephone Company is recog- 
nized, but this proposed institution for girls in Lydon- 
ville indicates that his great talerits are being used in 
other ways.

Mrs. Annie Adams Fields, the widow of James T. 
‘Fields, widely known more than a generation ago as a 
publisher in the firm of Ticknor & Fields, friend of 
Dickens and other leading people of the literary world 
both here and abroad, died Tuesday morning at her 
home, 148 Charles street, Boston, where she had lived 
for sixty years. She had been ill only a few days, and 
as recently as a week ago Sunday, entertained at dinner 
some friends from England. Mrs. Fields was born in 
Boston, June 6, 1834, the daughter of Dr. Zabdiel Boyls- 
ton and Sarah May (Holland) Adams. She was edu- 
cated at the school of George R. Emerson, and elsewhere, 
but chiefly at home. Her marriage to Mr. Fields took 
place in 1854, and he died in 1881. She was the author 
of several books, including “Under the Oliver Tree,” 
“How to Help the Poor,” “Memoir of James T. Fields,” 
“Whittier, Notes of His Life and of His Friendships,” 
“A Shelf of Old Books,” “The Singing Shepherd and 
Other Poems” and “The Life and Letters of Harriet 
Elizabeth Beecher Stowe.” For at least half a century 
Mrs. Fields had spent her summers at her cottage at Man- 
chester, and there and at her home in Boston she had 
continued to keep up her friendships with people of Bos- 
ton and beyond. Many notable people have been enter- 
tained at “Thunderbolt Hill,” and many have first been 
introduced to the charms and beauties of the North Shore 
by a visit to this greatly beloved woman and her husband. 
During her life, Sarah Orne Jewett made many long 
visits at Mrs. Fields’ city home and at Manchester. The 
survivors of Mrs. Fields are her sisters, Mrs. James H.

THE TROUBLES OF MANKIND 


While Europe is struggling in the 


death-grapple of war the congested 
population of the larger cities is con- 
fronted with its problems of food, 
shelter and clothing. It is estimated 
that upwards of 350,000 men are out 
of employment in New York alone, 
and the bread lines and free lodging 
houses are caring for more unfor- 
tunate people than at perhaps any 
previous time in the history of the 
country. President Wilson and his 
advisers trace the trouble entirely to 
the war , but there are other view- 
points, and one of these lays the 
blame upon domestic conditions, and 
attempts to prove that the country 
has been in a state of near-panic 
since last spring. President Wilson 
has sharply reminded England that 
it must quit its interference with our 
foreign shipping. He has put the 
complaint of this government up to 
England strongly. His view of the 
matter is that Europe is taking the 
pie out of the mouths of Americans, 
and that our people are being sustain- 
ed on crusts because of the foreign 
war.

THE CLERGYMEN OF AMERICA are being mailed cir- 
culars by a deluded but well meaning committee of wit- 
ness-bearers against the political conditions under the Con- 
stitution. It is set forth that the Constitution does not 
mention God by name nor apparently recognize the High- 
er Law. The committee is straining at a gnat and swal- 
lowing a camel. It is impossible to legislate a nation into 
any form of religious faith, And despite the fact that 
God’s name is not in the Constitution the country may 
recognize and acknowledge the Higher Law. By their 
fruits Constitutions may be judged, and under our Con- 
stitution religious liberty has prospered the nation. Reli- 
gion and politics ought not to be united in political pow- 
er, but the time has come when governments are recog- 
nizing the higher law.

England is in a life and 
death struggle and the conscription will doubtless be put 
into operation as speedily as its recruits can be cared for.

Passing of the Old Bell 


THE Manchester Town Records tell us that in 1750, 
the town voted “To Repear the Meeting house.” 
In 1752, it was voted “To Build a Stephel.” It was in 
1754, however, that it was actually built “from the ground 
upward.” In the same year a,weathercock was provided 
by the town. This is the same as still surmounts the 
tower of the present church, having looked the wind in 
the eye for 160 years. Its cost was £7 10s. 8d. In 1785, 
a bell was purchased weighing 300 pounds, and costing 
£58 3s. 7d. This bell remained in the steeple until 1845, 
when it was replaced by the munificence of a citizen by 
a much larger one. This bell has continued to give ser- 
vice for 70 years, until some months ago it lost its sweet 
tone. It was thought the new duties imposed on it of 
serving for the tapper of the fire alarm, and striking the 
hours for the town clock caused it to crack. At a special 
town meeting the past fall it was voted to buy a new bell. 
This bell is now being installed, and by the time this 
is read is probably giving service. It was in 1809, that 
a new Meeting-house was built at a cost of $8500. This 
structure still stands. The interior was remodelled in 
1845, and again, to some extent, in 1895. It is one of 
the finest specimens (see front cover) of church archi- 
tecture of New England of the early roth century and is 
always admired by tourists from all parts of the country 
who visit the North Shore in summer. 

The old bell was presented to the town by the late 
Capt. Benjamin L. Allen. 
The new bell is bought by the town at a cost of about 
$1100, exclusive of the cost of installing. There will be 


a rebate allowed on the old bell, as old metal, at 22c. a 


pound. The new bell weighs 2032 pounds, against 1800 
pounds for the old bell. Inscribed on the new bell are 
the words: “Town of Manchester, 1914. Walter R. Bell, 
Frank G. Cheever, George R. Dean, Board of Selectmen.” 
Meneeley Bell Co. of Troy, N. Y., are the manufacturers. 
- Considerable comment is heard from all quarters 
and indignation is expressed as to the wording of the 
inscription on the new bell. Inasmuch as the bell which 
has done service for the town the last seventy years was

direct descendant of the original settlers of the town, 
and inasmuch as the town receives more than one-third 
enough money from the sale of this gift to buy the new 
bell, it is felt that the original donor.of the bell should be 
honored by having his name inscribed on the new beil 
by some such words as “Originally presented by B, L,

No longer you'll swing in the old church tower

HOME-MAKING 


SuBJECT OF TALK BEFORE MANCHES- 
TER WoMAN’S CLUB. 


The regular semi-monthy meeting 
of the Manchester Woman’s club was 
held Tuesday afternoon of this week 
at the Congregational chapel. Miss 
Grace Merrill, who is at home from 
Abbott for the Christmas holidays, 
and Miss ‘Dora Marshall, who is 
studing at The New England Conser- 
vatory of Music at Boston, played a 
piano duet, Ruy Blas, an overture by 
Mendelssohn, which was so well re- 
ceived that they responded with an 
encore, Spanish Waltz, by G. Laza- 
tus. The speaker of the afternoon, 
Mrs. Margaret Stannard of Boston, 
who was secured for this meeting by 
the Home Ecomomics Department of 
the Massachusetts Federation of Wo- 
men’s clubs was then introduced by 
the President, Mrs. Grace Beaton. 
Mrs. Stannard, who is the director of 
the Garland Schools for Girls in Bos- 
ton, delivered an able talk on “Educa- 
tion for Homemaking.” 

At the outset Mrs. Stannard ex- 
-pressed the hope that some day edu- 
cation for home-making would defi- 
nitely include boys as well as girls, 


thus eliminating, or at least minim- 
izing the great social dangers which 
beset the women who earn their our 
living today. 

That this change may be looked for 
Mrs. Stannard showed by a brief 
resume of the great changes which 
have come in the last one hundred 
years in the place of woman in the 
home, in colleges and professional 
schools and in the business world. In 
fact, so far has the pendulum swung, 
said Mrs. Stannard, that whereas at 
the beginning of the century, woman’s 
education was confined almost entire- 
ly to the home, school life has now 
usurped to too great a degree the 
place of home life. 


The family is not only the most 
important factor in the life of a child; 
it is also one of the oldest institutions 
in the history of man, dating back 
from the establishment of the patri- 
achial family; which was held to- 
gether by external ties, such as pro- 
tection against enemies, the gaining of 
a livelihood and religious bonds. Al- 
though the family of today is held 
together by internal bonds more than 
was the family of early history, the 
best result of each is the same—teach- 
ing the child the power to cooperate, 


to subordinate himself to a group, the 
latter one of the most important les- 
sons of life. 

In speaking of her own work, the 
speaker summed it up briefly by the 
phrase “cultivation of relationships.” 
This included the relationships of the 
home, the responsibility of the older 
towards the younger children and the 
new relationship between the man 
and woman who are not of kin. 

Homemaking is, of course, the key- 
note of all the work, which Miss Gar- 
land is teaching in her unique school. 
This includes the buying of food- 
stuffs, cooking, study of textiles, 
which is necessary to the intelligent 
buying of clothing, the furnishing of 
a house, the apportionment of the 
family income, and the scientific 
foundation for all branches which can 
be taught only by applied sciences. 

During the social hour which fol- 
lowed Mrs. Stannard’s talk afternoon 
tea was served. Mrs. William W.

ing this vault, was for the accommo- 
dation of its customers, who desire a 
safe place for their valuables, bonds, 
stocks, insurance policies, bank books, 
deeds, etc. A box twenty-two inches 
long, four and one-half inches wide, 
and two and one-quarter in. high, rents 
for the small sum of $5.00 for one 
year. Other boxes at higher rates, 
according to their size. The lock to 
each box is cleverly designed, to per- 
mit access to no one except the owner. 
Two convenient booths have been 
furnished, where one may examine 
the contents of ones box in absolute 
privacy. In the rear of the vault, 
and back of a heavy steel grille, are 
located four large steel chests, each 
under double combination for the ex- 
clusive use of the bank.

CURRENT EVENTS 


“SPIRIT OF THE TWENTIETH CEN- 
TURY” SUBJECT OF INTERESTING 
ADDRESS AT MANCHESTER. 


Miss Jennie Cole of Beverly gave 
the second of her series of three lec- 
tures at the Chapel under the aus- 
pices of the Manchester Woman’s 
club Monday evening with pene 
Spirit of the Twentieth Century” 
her topic. At the outset, Miss. Cole 
spoke a little about the ever-interest- 
ing subject of the present European 
war, which she believes will be the 
last great war. Each country has felt 
the support of modern civilization 
necessary, she said, and has shown 
this by refusing to take the responsi- 
bility for the conflict and by publish- 
ing literature justifying herself to the 
people—not to the government, but to 
the people—something hitherto un- 
known in history. This new regard 
for and respect for the people is 
peculiar to this century, especially in 
the United States, which is perhaps. 
the greatest factor in this new spirit. 
Our relations to other countries have 
been such as to inspire confidence, as 
shown by our dealings with Cuba 
from 1899 to 1902, when we with- 
drew after demonstrating the advan- 
tages of a decent government; by our 
treatment of Porto Rico and Hawaii 
when they asked to come under 
United States protection and by our 
active interest in the wonderful new 
growth of China. 

The war has brought to the United 
States an opportunity to become the 
mightiest commercial factor in the 
world, with New York as the great- 
est business center, and it remains for 
the people of the United States to 
“make good” in the emergency. We 
must make good the honesty of Eng- 
land, the thoroughness of Germany 
and the thrift of France and Belgium... 
Even now in the midst of a great. 
conflict these countries, England par- 
ticularly, are improving their methods 
of manufacture, and the United. 
States has to cope with that. Ours 
has been a country of prodigal for- 
tunes and the hardest lesson we shall 
have to learn will be, probably, that. 
this is our chance to establish a repu- 
tation, rather than to make a great 
fortune. 

Miss Cole’s second topic was Mexico 
and the relations of this country to 
that in the recent struggle there. She 
spoke briefly about the withdrawal of 
our troops from Vera Cruz,’ saying 
that in our occupation of that city we. 
had introduced three things: sanita- 
tion, where there had been none, or-. 
derliness about the streets, arid justice. 
to the weak and oppressed, something 


never before known in Mexico. The 
speaker told a little about the racial 
conditions in that country and closed 
the topic by saying, “The best thing 
we could do for Mexico would be 
what we did for Cuba in ’gg.”’ 

A concise and interesting resume of 
the currency bill, which has recently 
been made fully active, was given. 
By this bill the currency of the coun- 
try, which has always contracted in 
time of special need, thus bringing up- 
on the United States the title of “the 
country of panics,” will hereafter ex- 
pand. This has been brought about 
by the establishment of regional 
banks, of which every national bank 
is a member. Miss Cole also told 
about the changes in freight rates 
which the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has brought about and ex- 
pressed her sympathy with the rail- 
roads, which , to her, seem to have 
been used as a scapegoat for the 
American people. In _ connection 
with the affairs of Congress, the 
speaker mentioned the ship purchase 
bill, which will undoubtedly be passed 
upon by the present session of Con- 
gress. 

In concluding, Miss Cole spoke a 
few words in behalf of stricken Bel- 
gium with her 5,000,000 old men, wo- 
men and children, who have no facilli- 
ties for helping themselves, because 
the cattle of the country have all been 
seized for the army, thus shutting off 
the meat, milk and cheese supply, and 
because the beet crop, upon which so 
many thousands of people have been 
depending, is a total loss, and be- 
cause there is no work for the lace 
workers, who are being fed at the 
soup kitchens. Five million dollars 
a month is necessary for the Bel- 
gians; but this does not seem such a 
large sum in consideration of the fact 
that $2,000,000 a day is spent in New 
York city. Regardless of question of 
neutrality, Belgium demands our sup- 
port as a humanitarian question.

THE. 
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Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureai, 
Washington, Jan. 12, 1915. 
HoLpING THE Bear’s Tart, 
Former President Taft has been in 
Washington, and he has told a Com- 
mittee of Congress that he “is in a 
position to say what he believes.” He 
is “dead against” turning the Fili- 
pinos loose, and recalls that when 
President McKinley sent him to the 
Islands as Governor General that he 
told him “we have got the bear by the 
tail and we must stay and hold it.” 
Mr. Taft is of the same opinion still, 
and he quotes some of his native 
friends in the Islands as having said: 
“Your steamers would not go around 
Corregidor Island before the throat- 
cutting would begin.” He added that 
“T verily believe that to be true.” The 
former President says that 90 per 
Gent or) the people of the Islands 
are unfit for self-government, and 
that such a policy if put into effect 
would lead to a duplication of what 
' is taking place in Mexico today. He 
says it will be thirty years before 
the Filipinos will be capable of assum- 
ing their own responsibilities with 
reference to government. 


RaLiyInc RouND THE PRESIDENT 

There has been no cessation of dis- 
cussion in Washington concerning 
the President’s note of protest against 
British _ interference with neutral 
ships and cargoes. Not for a long 
time has there been any such display 
of unanimity in and out of Congress 
as the announcement of this step by 
the Administration has called forth. 
It has. been known for sometime 
that the work of preparing diplomatic 
representations on this subject was 
under way, but the strong tone and 
plain language employed have sur- 
prised—and delighted—supporters as 
well as critics of the foreign policy 
of the Administration. It has cone 
as a great relief to the members of 
Congress who have been trying to 
explain to their indignant constitu- 
ents whose shipments were held up 
or interfered with by British cruisers 
why nothing was being done in re- 
sponse to their complaints. Senator 
Walsh of Montana, whose state has 
been especially hard hit by the prac- 
tical stoppage of the copper trade 
with neutral countries, expressed the 
prevailing view of England’s motives 
’ when he called attention to the fact 
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that her course was giving British 
concerns an overwhelming advantage 
in competing for the trade heretofore 
in the hands of the neutrals. 


Evit, PowER OF PATRONAGE 


Senator Borah wants direct elec- 
tion of all public officials, and in com- 
menting upon the fact that the Presi- 
dent appoints 10,000 officials “by and 
with the advice and consent of the 
Senate,” says that as a result “im- 
portant legislation now is planned and 
written in the executive branch of 
government and forced through 
Congress partly by the aid of patron- 
age.” He expresses the belief that 
“Such a procedure is a menace to 
popular and representative govern- 
ment—it is the beginning of a dicta- 
torship.” 


CLEANING Up THE Express 
CoMPANIES 


When the United States Express 
Company liquidated and quit busi- 
ness the forepart of the year, it evi- 
dently saved itself a lot of trouble. 
The Adams and American Express 
Companies have closed their books on 
a disastrous year, and the Wells 
Fargo officials are taking their solace 
in reading the statistics of earnings 
in the sweet, fat years before Uncie 
Sam became weary of the extortion- 
ate rates of these separate organiza- 
tions that used to get together in ar- 
ranging to squeeze the public, just as 
they “get together” today in order 
that they may not be forced an inch 
farther than is absolutely necessary, 
to escape the artillery fire that has 
followed in the clear pathway that the 
government parcel post siege guns 
have made. The Postmaster General 
in his recent report recalls that the 
original advocates of the parcel post 
predicted “that possibly 300,000,000 
parcels would be handled during the 
first year,’ whereas more than 800,- 
000,000 parcels are now _ going 
through the mails annually. In- 
creases like 200 to 500 per cent in a 
single year have not been unusual in 
some of the big postoffices. Many 
people who have watched the parcel 
post development, and the antics of 
the express interests, are inclined to 
believe that the parcel post rates are 
very tunsystematically arranged, and 
it is even declared that the express 
company officials have been doing a 
little “crowing” over their claim that 
the parcel post was handling the un- 
profitable business, while they still 
took the cream off the top of the bot- 
tle. But the confessions of losses and 
deficits by the companies, and the 
growing satisfaction among the peo- 
ple of the country in their own 
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method of carrying packages in the 
mails, indicate that a proposition that 
selfish business interests strangled for 
years, is at last making good in a 
beneficial manner to the country. 


Tue MAN From Missourtr 


The man from Missouri who 
“wanted to be shown” must have 
been Senator Reed, since from the 
first he has stood in the way of the 
plans of President Wilson, alway: 
demanding that he “be shown.” He 
blocked, or delayed, so many pieces 
of pet Administration legislation that 
he became decidedly unpopular at the 
White House, and the President even 
went to the extent, in one of his 
statements, of pointing out Senator 
Reed and two or three other Sena- 
tors, as standing in the way of Demo- 
cratic policies. Senator Reed has 
even found his seat removed from the 
pie counter, and he has retaliated by 
kicking over some of the President’s 
appointments, by defeating confirm- 
ation. It is understood that the 
“knife is out,” and that the White 
House and the Democratic Senators 
who are not in harmony with the 
Chief Executive have reached the 
parting of the ways.

.. EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 


An important event in the history 
~'of Woman Suffrage in this country 
occurred this week, when the “Bris- 
- tow-Mondell Resolution,” or Suffrage 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States, came to a vote in 
the national House of Representatives 
on Tuesday evening, after an all-day 
debate, and after a struggle of many 
years. The great interest and excite- 
“ment, the “record breaking crowds” 
in the galleries, and the fact that the 
Suffrage question was called “a great 
national issue” both on the floor of 
the House and in the newspapers, 
‘mark the event as the beginning of 
the victory for National Woman Suf- 
frage. Of course it was never sup- 
posed that the Bristow-Mondell 
amendment had any chance of win- 
ning,’ especially in this Democratic 
administration. The chief argument 
of, its opponents was that the suffrage 
is a matter for the separate states to 
settle, not for Congress,—indeed the 
old, old story of “states’ rights” was 
insisted on by some of the leading 
Democrats. - As a matter of fact, 
equal suffrage is coming state by state. 
Massachusetts next! 

The women’s international Peace 
Meeting was held in Washington im- 
mediately before the “Suffrage Day” 
‘in Congress, and it was a striking 
fact that all the most important wo- 
men of the Peace advocates were also 
leaders in the Suffrage movement,— 
Mrs. Pethick Lawrence of England, 
our own Jane Addams, and so on. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence spoke 
at a big peace meeting in Boston on 
Thursday evening. 

In Boston also, last Sunday in the 
Tremont Theatre, there was held one 
of the largest Suffrage meetings on 
record (the theatre was packed to the 
limit), when the chief speaker was 
Dr. Katherine B. Davis, Commis- 
sioner of Correction in New York. It 
was delightful to find that this woman 
who is doing work never before done 
by a woman, and such a serious work, 
was of the womanly, motherly type, 
with a keen sense of humor. Would 
that the young men in our Massachu- 
setts reformatories had such a woman 
to take charge of them! But in fact 
there are only two such women in 
this ‘country, Miss Davis and Miss 
Addams; and both are Suffrage 
leaders! Miss Davis has never used 
the weak argument,—‘“because I am

the newspaper editor. Such a staff will be not unlike a 
faculty of a university, as each writer wil be an expert in 
his department. This undertaking is novel in practice, 
although the idea has been often expressed in jounalistic 
circles. Now a syndicate of two papers-is to try the 
plan out and if the personnel now engaged can be kept 
at work there is every reason to believe that a new era 
has begun in the journalistic world. The days of the 
“pot boiler” are numbered and the day of the expert 
has come in the newspaper world.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE fi 


WHEN THE War Broke Ovv in the summer it was 
predicted by many prominent military men that the strug- 
gle would not last long and the Franco-Prussian War was 
cited as an illustration. Nearly six months have now 
elapsed and there is no indication of a cessation of hostili- 
ties. Kitchener is quoted as having said that he did not 
know when the war would end but he did know when it 
would begin—in May. It cannot but be evident that 
such a statement has too much truth in it. The inci- 
dents up to the present time have not been epoch-making 
nor decisive. The Germans made the first desperate and 
‘strategic move; but to what avail? She has been driven 
back from before Paris and has entrenched. For weeks 
there has been no decisive activities either in the east or 
in the west. Up to the present the English troops have 
not been thoroughly mobilized and it will take weeks of 
drilling to develop a trained army equal to the coming 
attacks. The troops of the allies cannot be marshalled 
earlier than the opening months of the spring. It would 
appear that Germany in the east and the Allies in the 
west are playing a waiting game. The Allies have 
nothing to lose in the west by waiting and everything to 
gain. The Germans were prepared and have nothing to 
gain by waiting. It is evident that the Allies do not in- 
tend to rush headlong into defeat with untrained troops. 
The situation in Europe is serious, this cannot be gainsaid. 
Despite the horror that has taken place and the revulsion 
of feeling that has spread all over America it is impossible 
to conceive the extent and results of the conflict abroad. 


Governor WALsH’s AppREsS merited the favorable 
comment it created. The message attacked the question 
of granting work for unemployed men in a novel and in- 
teresting way. The state boards of Agriculture and 
Charity and the Prison Commission were listed for re- 
organization. A law was advocated increasing the powers 
of the state tax commissioners. The governor suggested 
some novel changes in state finances. A budget system 
was suggested for all departmental estimates and appro- 
priations. A law was suggested providing that a transfer 
deed shall be accompanied by a sworn statement of the 
value paid of the real estate transferred. In the Boston & 
Maine dilemma, he suggested that the railroad be re- 
fused permission to raise its rates and that measures be 
taken to eliminate some of the contracts now in force. 


Moopy Boynvon has a good idea and seeks to have 
the Commonwealth construct a bicycle railroad from 
Boston via Quincy to Fall River. Whatever else can be 
said of Moody, he is persistent. With a doggedness that 
seems never to weary him he comes back year after year 
with his bill. Some time he may get his bill by. This, 
however, is doubtful; but his courage and perseverance 
is inspiring. 


Now THE PeTty QuUARRELERS would have the Eng- 
lish speaking nations give up the use of fahrenheit ther- 
mometers because they are the invention of a German. 
However, H. Fahrenheit invented the more usable sys- 
tem and, while a German, his system was invented and 
put on the market in England, where he lived. 


CAYENNE PEPPER is a formidable weapon and much 
better than fire arms. The young woman who was for- 
tunate enough to have a package of red pepper when 
attacked by “hold-up men” and quick-witted enough to 
use it effectually was well armed.

THe WomeEN Have Lost THetr Ficu?T again in the ~ 
national House of Representatives, failing to obtain the 
necessary two-thirds vote. The resulting vote was sur- 
prising, although no one could have seriously supposed 
the suffragists would have won. This week’s failure is 
apparently but an episode in the fight that the suffragists 
are putting up for their eventful victory. There is no 
denying the fact that from a moral view-point there is 
no reason why women should be denied the right of fran- 
chise. The anti-suffragist does not endeavor to deny that 
claim, but unfortunately the women themselves are not a 
unit in demanding the new rights. As a division of labor 
between the sexes the burdens of government ought to 
fall upon the men. If the women wish to share the bur- 
den, perhaps it is expedient to permit them to have it. 
Meantime there are those who would not deny the women 
the rights and honors they demand but who cannot grow 
enthusiastic over its attainment. ‘The women failed this 
week, but they will come back to make a new fight. 


Too Many Laws to Enforce! This nation as a 
whole, and almost every state in it—this one not excepted 
—suffers from too much law making. Senator Root told 
the American Bar Association that in five years from 1909 
to 1913 inclusive, Congress and the State Legislatures 
passed 62,014 laws. No one knows how many thousands 
of laws were in force before 1909, but the 62,014 new 
ones repealed many of those previously in force, and 
amended many more, with no end of resulting confusion. 
Relatively few of the laws are vicious enough to work 
direct harm, but hundreds of them are harmful indirectly, 
for they are unnecessary, inconsistent, and impossible to 
enforce. 


Tur NeuTRALITY of our nation must be maintained at 
the expense, if need be, of any gains made by any group 
of individuals. The cessation of work on the submarines 
in a Massachusetts ship yard was in the line of true 
neutrality. It is now learned that the work is being prose- 
cuted, but submarines are not to be delivered until after. 
the war. 


WHERE Is THAT RUBBER FAMINE that was prophe- 
sied in early September? He who has the price may 
buy what he wishes made of rubber despite the embargo. 
The war has not affected industries half as much as the 
panic of fear that certain unscrupulous merchants abetted 
the days just after the declaration of war. 


THE INDIANAPOLIS SPEECH by President Wilson has 
surely “started something.” Who did not believe that 
President Wilson would be a candidate to succeed him- 
self ?

The speaker first took up the mat- 
ter of the boy on the farm and the in- 
fluences which are brought to bear 
upon his life. His home life is the 
greatest factor in his education, with 
the church and school coming second 
and third, and the influence of the 
streets inconsiderable. With the city 
boy, on the other hand, home, church 
and work are many times a small part 
of ‘his life; the only two influences he 
has are the school and the streets. 
In the streets he learns some lessons 
of .independence and manliness but 
many of immorality and depravity; 
so the school must increase its hold 
upon the boy of this class if it is to 
aid him. | 

In connection with this, Mr. Aver- 
ell said that young boys must be kept 
from the dangers of liquor drinking 
and cigarette smoking. He said that 
the American Tobacco Company is 
the greatest importer of opium in the 
United States. 

Upon the duties of parents, the 
speaker had considerable to say.

Quezon and His Race 

Commissioner Quezon of the 
Philippine Islands, suggests that 
his people be permitted to vote up- 
on the question of separation from 
the United States, and he frankly 
states it as his opinion that the 
Filipinos desire to continue under 
protection of the United States, 
though he positively declaims in 
favor of self government. Perhaps 
Mr. Quezon is afraid of the Japan- 
ese domination, and it has been 
suggested that he wants to take 
home an issue for his people to vote 
upon, so that he and his fellow poli- 
ticians who control the situation 
may be perpetuated. At each ses- 
sion of Congress Quezon makes a 
speech, and he hammers well at the 
Queen’s English, considering the 
fact that he was formerly one of 
the insurrectionists. At the time of 
the American occupation Quezon 
was employed in a bank, but he left 
his job to join Aguinaldo, and al- 
though he may be as good a fighter 
as his chief, he furnished more 
noise. He talked as fast as a race 
horse, and the Filipinos sent him to 
Washington. He is still talking, 
and he never fails to make a good 
ease for his people. Should there 
ever be absolute independence in the 
Islands, Quezon would likely be the 
first George Washington of the 
establishment. But even that would 
not be any too great a comfort for 
a Commissioner who has enjoyed 
the salubrious climate, and worked 
himself into the pleasant ways of 
the Capital of the United States. 


Uncle Sam’ll Get You a Job 

‘Some of the Cabinet officials at 
Washington have arrived at the 
proper conclusion that in America 
there is a job for everybody, and 
they have picked out the postmas- 
ters as the goats. Every man who 
wants a job is supposed to tell the 
man at the general delivery win- 
dow. The Department of Labor is 
the real instigator of the plan, but 
has been obliged to fall back on the 
Post Office and the Agricultural De- 
partments to help it in the execu- 
tion of the work, as its own force is 
small and rather inefficient. 

Students of the problem do- not 
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bank much on the new scheme of so- 
lution and since the percentage of 
population is more than double in cit- 
les as compared with the rest of the 
country, to what it was a quarter of 
a century ago, it is believed by those 
best qualified to know that the true 
relief exists in making a success of 
the ‘‘back to the farm movement,’’ 
which was so near and dear to the 
hearts of politicians a few years ago, 
but which appears to have been 
abandoned because of the difficul- 
ties it presented. 


The Ring is Still There 

A good many politicians have 
been getting a lot of comfort out of 
the supposed retirement of Colonel 
Roosevelt who described himself re- 
cently as ‘‘the privatest kind of a 
private citizen.’’ Recently it has 
been discovered that all that is lack- 
ing to make the picture of Progres- 
siveism complete is for the Colonel 
to toss off his hat, as it has de- 
veloped that the ring is still where 
it used to be. And the intimate 
friends of the Colonel in Washing- 
ton declare that there will be three 
tickets in the field in 1916. And so 
the local politicians can start figur- 
ing out whether this tip is important 
or not. 


The Fight of the Railroads 

In former days the railroads 
fought their battles before legisla- 
tures and their agents wrote out 
passes that filled many trainloads. 
Today the railroads are making a 
vigorous fight, but it is to convince 
the public to their way of thinking. 
They are spending fortunes in get- 
ting their side of the case printed, 
and into the hands of the American 
people. Cards are all down on the 
table at last, and it is to the public 
that the former autocrats now ap-, 
peal for a ‘‘square deal.”’ 


The President’s Speech 

President Wilson put so much 
punch in his Indiana speech that 
even Blissful Washington was 
startled. No President has so care- 
fully kept his own counsel in recent 
vears, and Mr. Wilson, feeling that 
his case had been established, went 
abroad, and after defying all critics. 
let it be understood that he would 
be the Democratic candidate for 
1916. Democrats.in Congress de- 
clare that the President has put 
across some ‘‘great stuff,’’ while the 
Republicans who have not forgotten 
the mischief of the Taft tariff speech 
at Winona, declare that Mr. Wilson 
has put his foot as deep in the mud 
as Taft’s was in the mire. One 
thing is certain, and that is that the

mild-mannered Woodrow Wilson 
out-Wilsoned himself in casting 


discretion to the four winds, and in 
unbosoming himself to the country. 
Therefore the Indianapolis speech is 
a record-marker, and should be care- 
fully studied by every American 
voter. 


Suffrage Before Congress 

The suffragists, like some other 
members of society, are ever with 
us, and the ‘‘fair ones’’ have been 
impressing themselves upon Wash- 
ington again. President Wilson has 
given the ladies small comfort, as 
he always tells them to take their 
affairs up with the different states. 
Congress gives inch by inch on the 
proposition, and the recent develop- 
ments in the House demonstrate the 
fact that only an overwhelmingly 
publie sentiment can bring that 
body to vote in favor of submitting 
the question of a constitutional 
amendment to the states. While 
suffrage has been gaining there is 
little to indicate that it will carry as 
a national measure in many years. 
One reason for this is that Congress- 
men are perfectly willing to orate 
in favor of women’s suffrage, and 
they ‘‘think it may work fine in 
somebody else’s state,’’ but they do 
not at heart welcome it, or any 
other reform that has their own 
future in keeping. Equal suffrage 
gets too close to the Congressman’s 
job to particularly appeal to him.

Medical Association as a ‘‘powerful 
political organization,’’? and in sup- 
port of this oft-repeated charge 1s 
the difficutty experienced in such 
schools of medicine as Homeopathy. 
Osteopathy, Hclectics, etc., in fight- 
ing their way into recognition. In 
olden times all roads led to Rome, 
and today there are plenty of peo- 
ple at the side of each road that will 
tell you positively that it is the sure 
pathway to health.

The Bell’s in-the Tower! Why Dodge the issue? 


The threatened air attacks upon the British coast 
have been made and without great results for the Ger- 
mans. Hver since the Zeppelin air craft has been per- 
fected the probability of an attack upon Great Britain 
by an over-the-sea power has been theoretically main- 
tained. Now the feat has been accomplished. German 
Zeppelins this week attacked Sandringham, Yarmouth, 
Kings Lynn, Cromer and Sheringham on Tuesday even- 
ing. No great loss of life or property is reported and 
the people of those towns were able to bear the attacks 
with presence of mind, fleeing to cellars, extinguishing 
lights and promptly caring for those injured in the 
fray. Such attacks may be frequently expected now, 
but they can have no direct bearing upon the outcome 
of the war. The greatest result that can be accom- 
plished is the nervous fear that must be felt by all of 
the people who live on the coast. An attempt is being 
made by Germany to systematically fray the nerves of 
the English people. To the peace-loving Americans 
such attacks seem the very essence of cruelty. The 
submarines seem to be necessary instruments of war- 
fare in this war, but they lack in their methods the 
manly qualities of open warfare. All is fair in war, it 
is said. Perhaps a bomb dropped in the night is honor- 
able, but America cannot view such forms of honor as 
up to the standard. The believers in international law 
have always supposed that unfortified towns and cities 
were free from such attacks as these. But such is the 
result of the teachings of the religion of valour. With 
it this country can have no sympathy. 


It is perhaps wise for cities to provide work for the 
unemployed so far as it is possible to do so, but there 
is also another side to the question. Is there any valid 
economical or moral reason for communities creating 
unnecessary work just for the purpose of providing 
work for the unemployed? All such false methods of 
relief must be 'paid for by the community eventually 
in added taxes, and the individual helped will be forced 
to pay his proportion of the increased expense in ad- 
ditional taxes or rents and other evidences of the in- 
erease in the cost of living. Municipalities, cannot 
break the laws of finances any more than individuals 
ean. Every financial blunder is accurately reflected 
in the tax rate. It is an open question whether the tax- 
payer should be forced to administer his charity in this 
way. This whole question of making work for the un- 
employed should be carefully considered. 


Will Beverly Farms ever get its library? The 
present cramped quarters are a disgrace to the city. 
The Mayor has done his part in presenting the issue 
and now it remains for the Board of Aldermen to grant 
the requests made by the district. An appropriation 
for the library ought to be forthcoming. 


The Coast Guards who watch our shores for vessels 
in distress should be provided with pensions when in- 
capacitated in the service. But the fight has only 
begun. How strange such a cause should have been 


neglected so long. 


The Beverly Times suggests that money might well 
be expended upon sewers in Ward Six to give employ- 
ment to the men now idle. Beverly Farms needs many 
things more than it needs sewers, 


If New England would study its apple crop it 
could easily rival the products of the River valleys of 
the west.

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Everyone interested in the merits of the contest 
now being fought out on the battlefields of Hurope 
should read the posthumously printed addresses of J. 
A. Cramb, who was professor of modern history in 
Queen’s College, London. The volume is short and 
exceedinly well written. It is a marked volume com- 
pared in this respect to Von Bernhardi’s work, which, 
in a sense, it endeavors to answer. Von Bernhardi 
asserted the duty, the right and the necessity of Ger- 
many to make war on England and to crush her power 
and acquire it for itself. Cramb had discovered the 
German ambition and endeavors to arouse the public 
to the impending war. Cramb was not read or heard 
sympathetically. Now Field Marshall Lord Roberts 
writes, ‘‘everyone who wishes to understand the pres- 
ent crisis will read this book.’’ Cramb’s answer 1s 
simple. He discovered in Bernhardi a representative 
thinker reflecting the state of mind in Germany. With 
such a hostile feeling and preparation England should 
take care to prepare for the impending conflict. The 
present war is a testimony to Cramb ’s clear vision, 
put, alas! England had not heeded the warning.

PREVENTIVE MEDICINES 


Under the auspices of the Parent- 
Teacher association an illustrated 
lecture on ‘‘Preventive Medicines”’ 
was given at the Town hall, Wed- 
nesday evening by Dr. Peer P. John- 
son of Beverly. Dr. Johnson is a 
recognized authority on the subject 
and, as it was an open meeting, the 
hall was crowded. At the outset, 
the speaker defined preventative 
medicines as those which are used 
to prevent the transmission of com- 
municable diseases, particularly dis- 
eases caused by unsanitary condi- 
tions and to reduce the death rate 
of those that are not wholly eradi- 
cable. Cleanliness is the greatest 
factor for health. 

The speaker traced the discoveries 
of preventative medicines from 1795 
when Jenner made the discovery of 
the vaccination, which has so greatly 
reduced the number of small-pox 
cases in the world. In the United 
States in 1914 there were 23,000 
cases of small-pox and 300 deaths 
and in Germany, where vaccination 
is compulsory for everyone, there 
were only seven cases and no deaths. 
A pill was introduced into the Mass- 
achusetts legislature last year to 
make the vaccination of school chil- 
dren optional with the parents. The 
bill passed the Senate, but the House 
of Representatives killed it. Dr. 
Johnson prophesied that, had the 
bill become a law, there would have 
been an epidemic of small-pox in this 
state in a few years, which would 
have equalled that in Montreal a 
few years ago. 

Dr. Johnson spoke of the necessity 
of the co-operation of the public in 
the efforts of science towards sys- 
tematic prevention of epidemics, 
mentioning particularly school in- 
spection, which is a powerful pre- 
ventative agency, and quarantine, 
which is a great factor to prevent 
the spreading of infectious diseases, 
although very inconvenient at times. 

The speaker told many interesting 
facts about bacteria, harmless and 
otherwise, and showed diagrams 
tracing their development. Bacteria 
which carry disease in milk, for ex- 
ample, he dwelt upon. The dangers 
of impure milk were vividly shown 
by the stereopticon views, Sun-

light discourages bacteria, in water 
they are quiescent and heat kills 
many of them. If there is the 
slightest doubt about the cleanliness 
of milk it should be pasteurized. 
Milk is a fine carrier of disease and 
the conditions in many milk sheds 
and bottling plants are extremely 
unsanitary. Comparatively few dis- 
eases are carried by the air, but 
many are transmitted by direct con- 
tact such as hand-shaking, kissing, 
use of common drinking cups and 
utensils. 

One great step in the prevention 
of disease is the extermination of 
the fly and mosquito. Flies, parti- 
cularly, are a great menace because 
their poisons are almost invariably 
transmitted to food and thence di- 
rectly to the digestive systems of 
persons. Their breeding places are 
in dirt and filth, so, if perfectly 
sanitary conditions are obtained, 
there will be no flies and very little 
illness. Flies in stable manure 
breed in about ten days, so if the 
manure is removed every week or 
kept in closed dark places where 
they cannot breed, the danger is 
done away with. Garbage cans 
should be kept particularly clean 
and always covered. Malaria, a 
disease prevalent in low, swampy 
lands, was formerly believed to be 
due to the moisture but now to 
mosquitoes which breed in such 
places. Mosquitoes carry germs 
directly from one person to another. 

The lecture was brought to a close 
by a brief dissertation regarding the 
effects of filtration upon the death 
rate of a community, and by a little 
about the hook-worm, from which it 
is estimated there are 2,000,000 peo- 
ple suffering south of the Potomac 
River and east of the Mississippi. 


This plague is responsible for the 
class of Southerners known as 
‘“poor white trash,’’ and when 
science has abolished the hook-worm 
the reclamation of that part of our 
people will be established.

Protect Our Woodlands and Pay 
More Attention to this Important 
Asset. 


Editor North Shore Breeze, 
Dear Sir: 

A few words in approving the 
work that is being carried on by our 
Forest Warden and his Dept., will 
not be amiss, at this season of the 
year. Very few of our townspeople 
give it a thought; they know that 
there is such an official, but what 
his duties are, or what work he is 
accomplishing is beyond their appre- 
ciation. They know that we have 
forest fires all over the length and 
breadth of our land, but they do not 
realize that in the past year we have 
had some 30 odd fires all of which 
have been extinguished without the 
loss of one dollar of damage; and 
also that the warden’s force are ever 
on the alert to protect the large area 
of woodland that covers this part of 
the North Shore, and which with- 
out this protection, would be a 
menace to our beautiful town. We 
all are aware of the vast tracts of 
woods that surround Manchester, 
and once let a fire get well started 
in one of our forests near the village, 
more or less damage would be sus- 
tained. Several such sections which 
have been a menace, have been at- 
tended to lately. Dead wood, re- 
moved, undergrowth cut down and 
burnt, so that now they are not 
alone safe, but are a delight to 
wander through. For example the 
‘‘Old Pit,’’ above Baker’s farm, a 
wood-lot owned by the town, an eye 
sore for years; lately all the under- 
crowth and refuse has been cleared 
away, the young trees trimmed ani 
now this is an ideal grove where 
many a pienic can be held the com- 
ing summer. Powder House Hill 
likewise has had the same attention. 
And one can wander up to this de- 
lightful knoll without damage ft» 
one’s clothes by being torn with 
underbrush or bramble vine. 

When we realize that one of our 
chief assets is our magnificent 
woods, where our summer folony 
delight to roam, is it not a narrow 
policy to hedge and curtail the ex- 
penditure on the upkeep of our 
woodlands? Every year we appro- 
priate more or less money for the 
maintenance of our waterways and 
parkways. That is a move in the 
right direction, but we should go 
further; we should appropriate a 
sum larger than we do for the up- 
keep of our woodlands. More money 
can be used to good advantage, and 
money so spent in prevention will

Sout America BECOMES THE GOAT. 

Among the “self-made” million- 
aires of the United States may he 
found some of the most intollerable 
snobs and unpityiny autocrats that 
inhabit the face of the earth. One 
would think they ought to know bet- 
ter since they started “at the bottom.” 


But why expect such results, when we 
as a “self-made nation” are today 
poking the same sort of contemptious 
scorn at South America from which 
we so long suffered. Gradually it is 
beginning to percolate through the 
thick skulls of some of the best think- 
ers in American statecraft that South 
American diplomacy is of the top 
notch variety. Our southern nations 
have been appointing as Foreign 
Ministers and Ambassadors trained 
international jurists, and in the clash 
of brains they are proving themselves 
too strong and masterful for the poli- 
ticians, authors, lawyers, lecturers and 
novelists who are in charge of the hit 
and miss foreign policy of the United 
States and some other countries. 


South America is doing things for 
herself, and sneering mankind which 
has looked upon it with scorn, is be- 
ginning to sit up and take notice. 


Tre Lonety Monror Doctrine. 

The big brother nations have long 
entertained the notion that it was the 
duty to look after their weaker kin. 
Austria recently enforced this view- 
point with reference to Servia, and 
cee what happened. Now perhaps by 
this time none except the historians 
would have known that a man named 
Monroe was at one time President. 
had he not promulgated a “doctrine.” 
The United States has had its troubles 
with this “doctrine,” and the sort of 
protection it has prescribed for our

neighbors at the south was not always 
satisfactory to them. South America 
has been foreswearing revolutions 
just as we have outgrown fighting the 
Indians. | “The “A.B. -Ceimediatoers 
from the South have done the best 
work toward restoring normal condi- 
tions in Mexico, that has come from 
any source. Diplomats are not in- 
clined to treat lightly the proposals of 
the South American diplomats for a 
Congress of the neutral nations in the 
interests of peace, even if some part 
af the public treats the suggestion 
slightingly. 


SUBSTITUTING BRAINS FOR BLUFF 

South American diplomacy is per- 
haps farther away from the militant- 
ism and the artful juggling of “polite 
diplomacy” than any of the rest of the 
world. The South Americans have 
been appointing their best trained men 
to handle foreign affairs, and they 
have sought out “the international 
mind,” and have replaced brains for 
bluff. South America, like North 
America, is in the process of vindicat- 
ing itself. It has gotten a good ways 
along. After awhile the world will 
be taking its hat off to our progres- 
sive neighbors of South America. 


3RYAN BELIEVES IN Boosters. 

Walter Vick was one of the chief 
boosters of the Wilson campaign, and 
when placed in charge of the pie 
counter at Santo Domingo, Mr. Bryan 
wrote: “You have had enough experi- 
ence in politics to know how valuable 
workers are when a campaign is on 
and how difficult it is to find suitable 
rewards for all the deserving.” The 
opponents of Bryan thought they had 
put one over on the Secretary when 
they produced this letter, but Bryan 
took all the wind out of their sails by 
declaring that he meant just what he 
said. The civil service is acknowl- 
edged to be a fine proposition in the 
government service, but there are a 
few “good party men and true” like 
Mr. Bryan who refuse to forget the 
boosters. 


FURNISHING FOREIGN FINANCE. 

At the outbreak of the war the 
Washington government nipped in the 
bud attemps to finance the warring 
countries on the other side of the 
Atlantic. However, the opportunity 
has proven too great to be passed, and 
J. Pierpont Morgan has arranged a 
five million dollar loan for Russia, 
and has become a sort of agent for 
England. He explained to the Presi- 
dent that it was only for the purpose 
of making payments easier to those 
who furnish supplies to the countries 
at war. Incidentally with the Mor- 
gan visit to the Capital City he enter- 
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ed into negotiations to close out the 
Morgan and Guggenheim railroad 
properties in Alaska. If these big 
interests cannot have Alaska—and it 
seems they cannot, then they are per- 
fectly willing to get out with a decent 
profit, and let Uncle Sam have his 
own way, government railroad and all. 


PRESIDENT PassEs up PANAMA. 


It is a distinct disappointment to 
Washington that the President has 
given up the Panama trip, particular- 
ly in view of the fact that a big part 
of the official set expected to go to the 
Isthmus to participate in the big cele- 
bration. And yet there has been dis- 
tinct approval of the decision of the 
President not to leave the country. 
Colonel Goethals will be sailing back 
to the Canal Zone in a short time, and 
though he may miss the crowds that 
threatened to pour down upon his 
principality. yet there is every evi- 
dence that he can handle all kinds of 
matters of peace or war that may 
come up. 


TEMPERANCE AND TODDY. 


People in Washington “who know” 
something about the personal weak- 
nesses of the brilliant Senator John 
Sharp Williams, are inclined to apply 
the soft pedal.

POWORTHY CHARITY 


Hep tHE PEOPLE oF WAR-STRICKEN 
PoLAND Next SATURDAY. 


Manchester people have become 
very much interested in the plans 
which are being made for Polisn 
Day, Saturday, Feb. 6, and are pre- 
paring to do their part in the state- 
wide charity for the 6,000,000 home- 
less war stifferers in Poland. Until 
very recently little was known of the 
pitiable condition of that stricken 
country, where over 500 villages have 
been razed and multitudes of peopte 
left to die of starvation or of ex- 
posure. When Salem’s people were 
suffering from the fire which wrought 
such havoc there last June, the volun- 
tary aid which came immediately and 
efficiently from. all sides was some- 
thing not soon to be forgotten. Many 
of the best helpers in the relief work 
at Salem were Manchester men and 
women. Will they not give their 
mite towards the fund for food and 
clothing for these people across the 


sea who are not only destitute but in 
the midst of their country’s enemies! 
On February 6, miniature Polish 
flags will be sold for 10 cents and 
Polish eagles for 25 cents. In mem- 
ory of Poland’s service to our country 
during the Revolutionary War, al- 
most anyone will be willing to give 
ten cents, which will provide food for 
one person for one whole day in Po- 
land. 

Miss Mabel Boardman, Head of 
the Red Cross, writes: 

“There is very great suffering and 
destitution in Poland. All the aid 
that can be given is needed.” 

Madame Szumowska-Adamowski, 
in answer to whose appeal the Public 
Interests’ League of the Massachu- 
setts Anti-Suffrage association has ar- 
ranged this Polish Day, says: 

“In the beginning I hesitated in ap- 
pealing for help. Now I see clearly 
that it is America’s mission in the 
world to win her prestige not through 
fire and sword, not through im- 
perialistic tendencies and exercise of 
material strength, but through the 


greater, more far-reaching power of 
true charity and big-heartedness.... 
It is only a question of reaching the 
ear of the American people in greater 
MasSeSe ou aes I have been more and 
more impressed with the wonderful 
warmth and responsiveness of the 
Americans. On February 6, it is 
planned to have a public sale of Po- 
lish flags and pins with the Polish 
eagle. ‘The little flags will be sold at 
ten cents each,—apparently an insig- 
nificant sum—yet this little mite will 
grow in our eyes when we learn that 
it represents the sustenance of a hu- 
man life for a day in Poland. We 
beg the citizens of Boston and any 
other New England towns to buy one 
little flag each on the Polish Day and 
get in return the pleasant conviction 
of having saved a human being from 
death, through starvation.” 


The Public Interests’ League earn- 
estly requests the townspeople of 
Manchester to give their aid in this 
great work by buying the flags and 
pins of the boys and girls, who will 
have them on sale on Feb, 6,

FROM A LEGAL POINT 


“Tur TRIAL OF JESUS’ DISCUSSED AT 
VILLAGE CHURCH. 


Harold Caverly, Esq., of the Bos- - 


ton Bar was the speaker at the Village 
church, Magnolia, Sunday evening, 
having for his subject, “The Trial of 
Jesus” from a legal point of view, and 
the lecture was beautifully illustrated 
by stereopticon views from works of 
art by painters ancient and modern, 
such as Rubens, Van Dyck, Dore, and 
West, and from actual photographs 
of the Passion Play at Oberammergau, 
showing the artistry of such actors as 
Anton Land, who took the part of 
Jesus; Sebastian Lang, as the priest 
Annas; Gregor Breitsammer, as 
Caiaphas; Johann Zwink, as Judas, 
and Sebastian Bauer as Pilate. 

In his lecture, which was in the 
form of a jury address by a lawyer 
seeking to prove that the crucifixion 
of Jesus by the Jews during the Pass- 
over feast at Jerusalem in the year 29 
was practically a lynching, the speaker 


gave a little of the history of the 
period to make clear the circum- 
stances of the trials before the Sanhe- 
dran, Pilate and Herod. In the Ro- 
man provinces, Rome alone could give 
sentence of death; therefore, when 
the Jewish hierarchy became more 
than ever infuriated with Christ after 
the raising of Lazarus, they were 


obliged to bring Him before the 
Roman Governor as nothing less than —

death would satisfy the people. 
berius Pomponius, then governor of 


Syria under Rome, was absent during 


the Passover Feast and his son-in-law, 
Pilate, who held the office of procura- 
tor during Tiberius’ absence, came up 
to Jerusalem to preserve order. After 
the arrest of Jesus at Gethsemane, 


after sundown, and his trial by the — 
Sanhedran in the middle of the same — 
night, He was brought before Pilate — 
in the morning for sentence. Before — 


the Sanhedran, Jesus was accused and 
condemned as a blasphemer, but be- 
fore the Procurator He was charged 
with conspiracy and sedition.

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Pilate sent Him before Herod, who 
also declined to give the death sent- 
ence. When Jesus was brought to 
him a second time, Pilate tried to save 
him by offering the people the choice 
between this Jesus and another, Bar- 
abas, a thief, who was also in prison 
at that time. The priest incited the 
people to religion and they demanded 
the’ crucifixion: jot | Christ..Pilate’s 
position was not strong enough for 
him to allow a riot among the reli- 
gion-maddened Jews, but he did not 
wish to take upon himself the respon- 
sibility for the crucifixion of the pris- 
oner, whom he judged to be a harm- 
less mystic; so, performing the 
Oriental ceremony of washing his 
hands to signify that he had nothing 
further to-do with the matter, he 
gave Christ up to the mob, saying, 
“Take Him yourselves, and crucify 
him.” 

The execution of Christ, which 
took place that same afternoon, was 
the culmination of a persecution con- 
trary to the laws of both the Jews and 
the Romans, which so magnified His 
mission upon earth that the very cross 
upon which He died has become the 
symbol of the highest degree in sacri- 
fice and suffering. The illegalities 
were these: according to Mishna, no 
arrests must take place after sun- 
down; in capital cases the trial must 
commence and end in the course of 
the day; in capital cases acquital of 
the prisoner might be pronounced on 
the day of the trial, but sentence to 
death must not be pronounced before 
the following day in case of further 
evidence in favor of the prisoner be- 
ing secured; there must be two or 
three witnesses to give the same and 
reliable evidence ; and according to the 
laws of Rome, sentence of death must 
be pronounced. by the Roman officer 
in power and the sentence must be 
executed by Roman officials. Jesus 
was arrested after sundown, tried, 
sentenced and executed within twenty- 
four hours, Pilate evaded pronounc- 
ing sentence himself and Christ was 
crucified by a Jewish mob instead of 
Roman soldiers, whereas stoning was 
the legal capital punishment of the 
Jews, and the witnesses who testified 
against him told differing stories. 

Nearly nineteen hundred years have 
passed since then, the speaker said in 
closing, and Rome’s. grandetir and 
power have passed away, her tongue 
even is forgotten; the Jews are scat- 
tered’ to the four corners of the 
earth,—but the message, which Christ 
brought, has taught throughout the 
centiiries the truth for which Pilate

Therefore it is for the women of the 
world, who, speaking collectively, 
have brought every human life onto 
this planet, to stand together at this 
crisis and protest to all the world.”

Beverly Farms’ new library project is progressing 
and it is not unlikely that the Board of Aldermen of 
the City of Beverly will make the appropriation §re- 
quested. For years the people of Beverly Farms have 
been denied suitable library facilities. The cramped, 
unsuitable rooms in which the library has been quarter- 
ed has long been unsatisfactory. This is the more ap- 
parent when the library facilities of Rockport, Mag- 
nolia and Manchester are considered. The movement 
for a new library in Beverly Farms was delayed for a 
long while because of the inadequate library building 
in Beverly. The centre of the City has now been pro- 
vided with a new library and the sixth ward ean 
legitimately expect to have their request granted. The 
Mayor, Hon. Herman A. MacDonald, in his Inaugural 
address recommended an appropriation of thirty thou- 
sand dollars for a library building in Beverly Farms. 
At the hearing the appropriation was favored by a 
representative group of citizens. The residents of that 
district favor the project. The new building ought to 
be forth-coming and if built it will prove to be an asset 
to the city. The library should be built. 


The State Committee on roads and bridges has had 
the usual grist of new bills to consider relating auto- 
mobile traffic within the state.

Mental disease is a menace in Massachusetts, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the Massachusetts 
Society for Mental Hygiene. During the fiscal year 
ending November 30, 1913, there were admitted to the 
various state hospitals 5,607 patients. During the same 
period there were under care in the various hospitals 
889 epileptics, 1,444 inebriates, 18,971 insane, (inelud- 
ing those in private hospitals), making a grand total 
for feeble-minded, epileptic, inebriate and insane 
under care during the year, of 24,005. The hospitals 
spent during the year $4,284,919.71, which sum was 
more than one quarter of the state’s total expense for 
the year. These figures, impressive in size though they 
are, obviously do not represent the whole number of 
persons affected, since with few exceptions each patient 
represents a family; nor the total cost, since to the 
above must be added the cost of rearing and educating 
those who become incapacitated through mental disease, 
the loss in earning capacity, ete. 


A Pro-German mass meeting was held in Symphony 
Mall, Boston, last Sunday evening and passionate, class- 
spirited, partisan addresses were made. While the meet- 
ing was within the legal rights of the attendants and 
the participants of the meeting it was nevertheless a 
virtual violation of the request made by the President 
of the United States to maintain strict neutrality. This 
criticism is made not because of the avowed German 
sympathies of the participants, but because of the 
character of the performance. Such a meeting held by 
sympathizers of Britain, Russia, France or Qreece 
would be just as objectionable. In a neutral country 
it must be true that there are thousands of sym- 
pathizers on all sides of the conflict, but all belligerent 
mass meetings are to be condemned as un-American and 
a violation of the neutrality claims of our government. 


Progress in the history of the world is made in 
mysterious ways. During the heat of the conflict tas 
impossible to make true deductions or reasonings, but 
when it is over some good must ensue. In America it 
took a civil war to establish this United nation and to 
abolish the slave trade in its jurisdiction. Despite the 
bloodshed and horrors of war in Europe there must be 


But what 
is that good?

Arrests by Manchester Police Will 
Probably Clear Up Some Myster- 
ious Breaks. 


What is probably one of the most 
important pieces of work in the line 
of clearing up some of the myster- 
‘ious burglaries that have been 
bothering the police along the 
North Shore the last two years, was 
pulled off by Chief of Police Henry 
‘Sullivan and his men this week. 
Lemuel West, 45, was arrested Mon- 
day evening and Frank Goodwin, 
24, was taken the next morning, and 
both are in Salem jail awaiting trial 
next Tuesday. 

On the 15th of January, Patrick 
_Hyland reported to the police that 
the Devens house off Forest street 
had been entered the night before. 
_An investigation showed that the 
place had been entered by false 
keys. Bureau drawers had been 
rifled and closets gone through and 
locked afterwards. Tracks leading 
from the house were followed to 
Forest street where they were lost. 
Officers, two at a time, were at the 
cottage for the next three nights, 
but nobody came. 

-Two nights afterwards, on the 
21st, the place was again entered by 
false keys. This time the closets 
were cleaned out. The police watch- 
ed the house for a week this time. 
But nobody showed up. On the 
dist, last Sunday, another attempt 
Was made, but as the door has been 
secured by a new Yale lock and 
the front door had a key on the in- 
side, the intruders did not enter. 
The caretaker notified Chief Sulli- 
van Monday morning and the police 
got busy for fair this time. They 
followed the tracks in the snow 
across lots to the railroad, where 
they were lost, and later Officers 
Bullock and Cook traced out an- 
other set of tracks that came to- 
ward the house, and these led to a 
shanty off Forest street on the old 
county road. Chief Sullivan hasti- 
ly procured a search warrant and 
broke into the house.

: If things keep on as they have been going for the 
| past few years, it will be much easier for an American 
citizen to go to jail and stay there than it will be to 
keep out of jail. Every now and then some individual 
or some clique bobs up with a brand new plan for turn- 
‘ing some of us into criminals. The number of new 
ways for getting a man into jail is surprising. Wiscon- 
sin has its “‘eugenics law,’’ which makes it a felony for 
a couple to marry without undergoing a physical ex- 
amination. The Illinois legislature, at its present ses- 
sion, will gravely consider the passage of a similar 
criminal statute. Other states are being asked to pass 
laws making it a felony for a citizen to have any liquor 
in his home, even for medicinal purposes. One state has 
a law against dancing the tango. The Indiana anti-cig- 
arette law never has been repealed, and the state has, 


as a result, several hundred thousand perfectly good cit- 
izens who could be arrested and sent to jail any day. 
Perhaps the most striking development of our govern- 
ment is that the laws are not made by all the people nor 
by representatives of the people, but by small cliques, 
highly organized and tremendously energized over par- 
ticular questions. These cliques are determined to force 
their views upon the whole people, while at the same 
time other cliques are forcing views on other questions 
upon them. The question is never asked whether the 
supposed offenses against the community are as bad as 
the penalties inflicted. There seems to be in the air a 
mania to find new ways of imprisoning American cit- 
izens, and yet, is there anything that can be as bad for 
the individual or the nation as a man in jail who ean 
possibly be kept out? 
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|| Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau, 
Washington, Feb. 9, 1915. 
Protecting the Poor Inventor. 

The impression that the rich steal 
‘the poor men’s patents is not entire- 
ly correct; for while there is a lot 
of this sort of thing going on, yet 
a decision rendered by the Board of 
Examiners of the United States 
Patent Office a few days ago, shows 
that there is still redress for the 
poor and worthy. Albert S. Janin, a 
poor cabinet maker, living out 
trom New York City, perfected the 
_hydroplane in 1909, and a year later 
Glen H. Curtis startled the country 
by ‘‘discovering’’ the same thing. 
There is nothing to indicate, in 
this instance, that Curtis knew any- 
‘thing about the prior invention. In 
the contest before the Patent Office 
_Janin proved his case, and the prob- 
abilities are that he will receive 
Yoyalties from all the products of 
the big Curtis factory which pro- 
“duces fifty to seventy-five thousand 

~ dollars worth of goods a week. 


' 
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The Wright Brothers fought for 
several years to substantiate their 
prior claims to patents, and they 
were finally sustained. The same 
was true of Alexander Graham 
Bell, in his experiences with the tel- 
ephone. It is related that when Bell 
found he had perfected his device he 
went to the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, and offered to sell 
all the rights of the invention for 
$100,000. He and his fellow worker, 
James A. Watson, were greatly dis- 
eouraged. But both had _ great 
wealth and power forced upon them 
because no one would buy their 
little toy. 

A few days ago the correspon- 
dent of the Breeze was one of a 
party of 150 invited guests to wit- 
ness the opening of the transcon- 
tinental telephone lines, and the first 
message we listened to over the re- 
ceivers with which we had been sup- 
plied, was between Mr. Bell, who 
was in the room with us, and Mr. 
Watson, talking from San Fransisco. 
The President and other gentlemen, 
including your humble correspon- 
dent, talked on that first trial of the 
6800 mile circuit; and the great 
achievement of wire communication 
was pronounced by all as a complete 
success. Bell and Watson were 


among the poor inventors saved by 


the enforcement of the patent laws. 
Their voices, on the day we heard 
them, fairly rung with success, joy 
and pride. Uncle Sam stood by them 
to the end, notwithstanding that 
they were very poor young men 
when they gave their invention to 
humanity forty years ago. 


Carranza, the Troublesome 


When Huerta was President of 
Mexico, and President Wilson was 
giving him the ‘‘ice treatment,’’ the 
white hope, according to the Wash- 
ington understanding, was Carranza, 
So enthusiastic was the State De- 
partment, that one of the southern 
officials in that branch of the gov- 
ernment, likened Carranza to Robert 
K. Lee, and admired them both with 
equal ardor. Later events indicate 
that practically the only similarity 
between Lee and Carranza was that 
they both grew long whiskers, 
Tuerta proved a genteel diplomat as 
compared with Carranza, who has 
built most of his power by defying 
the American ‘‘gringoes.’’ His latest 
declaration to the effect that he 
would seize lands involving $300, 
000,000 in American and $500,000 
000 in British property has been his 
most serious affront. There are some 
things even a patient government 
like the United States cannot watch 
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and wait for, and Carranza evident- 
ly has it in his program to goad the 
Washington government until it is 
obliged to return with its landing 
forees to Mexican soil. 


The San Diego Exposition 

California statesmen, and espec- 
ially those from the southern part of 
the state, are making a lot of noise 
around Washington in laudable at- 
tempts to boost the San Diego Ex- 
position which opened on time the 
first of the year, and which, despite 
adverse conditions, has been proving 
a very satisfactory drawing card for 
tourists to the Pacific Coast. 


Legislative Reference Library 


In order to remedy the ‘‘hit or 
miss’? methods of passing legisla- 
tion, the Congressional Library has 
established a bureau for the purpose 
of furnishing exact information 
with reference to existing laws 
throughout the world, arranged in 
such a way as to apply to any pro- 
position. 

Congressmen from Wisconsin have 
been urging this reform for several 
years, and have pointed to their own 
state and its experiences as_ illus- 
trating the need of such a bureau in 
the national law-making machinery. 
Just as Washington has decided to 
adopt the plan so successfully op- 
erated at Madison, Governor Phil- 
lipp, who recently ‘‘cleaned up Wis- 
consin,’’ that is, defeated the. pro- 
eressive or LaFollette element. has 
issued his first message to the legis- 
lature. Phillipp boasts of being a 
“‘standpat Republican.’’ THis mes- 
sage says that the legislative ref- 
erence bureau should be abolished 
and he wages that it exercises ‘‘an 
undue influence on legislation.’’ As 
a matter of fact the bureau is to be 
abolished in order to get rid of Mr. 
Charles McCarthy, who inaugurated 
the system under the LaFollette 
Governorship, and who in the sue- 
ceeding years has prepared more 
progressive measures than anyone 
else in the country. Perhaps even 
Governor Phillipp might think the 
legislative reference library was ail 
right if he could get away from the 
MeCarthy influence. The concen- 


tration of power in McCarthy’s 
hands may have been responsible 


for the determination of the Wiscon- 
sin governor to change things. 
Anyhow, Congress is happy over its 
new invention, and it is hoped that 
as a result of the cooperation of the 
bureau at the Congressional Lib- 
rary that the total of the forty thou- 
sand bills for a session may be re- 
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duced in number, and that those do 
appear may contain more real merit 
than the bushels that now go into 
‘‘the hopper’’ for the sole purpose 
of tickling constituents. Most of the 
latter class of bills are never called 
before the Committees or otherwise 
considered. 


The Approach of March 4. 

Apparently Congress never finish- 
es its work, and each two years 
when there has been a ‘“‘short ses- 
sion,’ which, according to the 
Constitution should end March 4, the 
President has invoked the national 
law-making body in ‘‘extraordinary 
sessions.’’ This has usually kept the 
Congressmen together most of the 
year. Describing the change ‘‘The 
New Republic’’ comments: 

‘‘But now that the condition of 
the country demands a large amount 
of novel and contentious legislation, 
it is wholly unable to cut short the 
performance and order a_ taxicab 
for a reasonable hour. The audience 
is yawning. The actors are languid 
and irritable. The management is 
profane. But the performers cannot 
get through the dialogue and the 
business of the day. By March 
fourth Congress will have been sit- 
ting continuously with two short 
intermissions, for two years and 
three months. Its members all want 
to go home. They all know that their 
constituents want them to go home: 
They all know that if they stay or 
come back after March fourth, pub- 
hie opinion will be disgusted. But 
they know also that sound business 
and political reasons can be urged 
on behalf of rural credit, shipping 
and water-power legislation.

I should like in my turn 
to ask “‘is it dignified, is it even 
right’’ to support one’s cause at the 
expense of misleading one’s hearers 
as to facts? Mrs. Pethick Law- 


rence’s actions are her own accusers ~ 
and no amount of quoting the words 
of St. Paul or any other noble man 
can deceive any one conversant 
with facts, but unfortunately the 
public seldom is conversant with 
facts. 

Peace has nothing to do with 
woman suffrage. Every right think- 
ing woman wants peace but only on 
such terms as will make it perma- 
nent, for a temporary peace would 
be far worse than useless. Lasting 
peace can only be won through fol- 
lowing honour and justice, and I 
may add commonsense. It is a not 
insignificant fact that of the women 
who are leading this movement and 
are trying to explain their attitude 
by calling themselves ‘‘mothers of 
men’’, most are either unmarried 
women or childless wives. Those 
who have borne many children, 
who really know the cost of child- — 
bearing, know that it is too great to 
talk about so glibly, that as it is the 
highest privilege of womanhood to 
bear children, so no true woman 
would withhold from her country in © 
its need, whether in peace or in war, — 
the greatest and the best fruits of 
her labours.

At the Village church, next Sun- 
day, Rev. Dr. Walter S. Eaton will 
preach at the morning service be- 
ginning at 10:45. In the evening 
Peter MacQueen, F. R. G. S., special 
war correspondent for Leslie’s week- 
ly, who has just returned from the 
scene of action, will give a thrilling 
talk on what he saw of suffering and 
horror on the battlefields of Europe. 


Mr. MacQueen sailed for the hostile’ 


countries at the outbreak of the war 
in 1914, joining the armies of the 
allies in Belgium. He returns with 
hitherto untold stories of the un- 
speakable horrors that strife has 
brought to the countries involved. 
His plea is for disarmament of the 
nations, for the cessation of the war 
in the name of civilization and en- 
lightenment and includes causes, con- 
ditions and consequences of this most 
stupendous war in history, stories of 
hospitals, dying men, suffering child- 
ren and _ broken-hearted women. 
The lecture is illustrated with the 
pictures he made amid the ruins of 
villages sacked and razed and the 
battlefields where heroes and cow- 
ards fought and died. He has had 
experience in war and its accom- 
panying ravages before, but these 
new ones in the wickedness and 
wasteful terror of Europe are by far 
the most terrible. Mr. MacQueen 
says: ‘‘If civilization is not.a hollow 
mockery, let’s quit fighting like 
brutes and establish peace.’’ The 
lecture coming at such an opportune 


time as it does, is attracting a great 


deal of notice and many, whether or 
not they agree with the theories of 
Mr. MacQueen will go to the church 
Sunday evening to see the pictures 
and hear the views of an eye witness 
to conditions ‘‘over there.’’

The concert 
was one of the most appreciated of 
the Sunday evening programs at the 
ehurch this winter. 


Vocational Training Subject of Ad- 
dress of Magnolia Meeting. 


The February meeting of the Par- 
ent-Teacher association, Magnolia, 
attracted the largest attendance of 
any meeting thus far this season and 
a very interesting evening was spent 
with Elwood Kimball of Gloucester, 
as the speaker of the evening, and 
music and reading finishing the pro- 
gram. Mr. Kimball’s subject was 
‘‘Vocational Training in the High 
School’’, a movement dear to his 
heart and one which he hopes to see 
installed in the Gloucester High 
school next year. At the outset, the 
speaker dwelt upon education as a 
public movement, the responsibility 
of the home and the responsibility of 
the school. The school has the child 
only five hours out of the twenty- 
four; the home has him the other 
nineteen and during those nineteen 
hours habits of regularity in hours, 
work, play and religious and moral 
training should be inculeated in the 
boy or girl while young. 

The next characteristic important 
in the making of a well-to-do and 
energetic citizen is the early teach- 
ing of the habit of thrift. The child 
should be taught to save his pennies, 
for the habit of saving, once con- 
tracted, does a great deal for the 
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future prosperity and happiness of 
the child. In this connection, Mr. 
Kimball spoke of the banking system 
so successfully carried out in many 
high schools in the state. With the 
exception of the president, who is 
one of the faculty, all the officers of 
the bank are chosen from the Junior 
class, being elected in January and 
holding office about a year. Any 
deposit, however small, is accepted 
and teachers as well as pupils make 
their weekly deposits of a few cents. 
The school bank is connected with 
the city banks and during vacations 
pupils make their deposits there. 
Although this system does not as- 
sume to make bankers of the boys 
and girls interested in it, it does 
teach them habits of thrift and ac- 
curacy. 


The speaker gave a very concise 
and interesting account of a Prac- 
tical Arts Course for both boys and 
girls, which he hopes to bring about 
at Gloucester. In order that the ex- 
pense of the necessary alterations 
may not be too great, his sugges- 
tion is that the course be started in 
a small way and allowed to grow. 
Many a boy or girl, who cannot find 
congenial studies in the classical, 
general or commercial courses will 
be able to interest himself or herself 
in trades as taught in the Practical 
Arts Course. For the girls, this in- 
eludes home economics, cooking, 
sewing, millinery, home furnishings, 
et cetera, for which colleges now 
give as many credits as for Latin 
and other purely academic studies. 
For the boys this course gives the 
chance to take up wood-working, 
machine work of the most interest- 
ing sort, forging, electric wiring and 
the simple elements of plumbing. 
In one of these lines a boy is almost 
sure to ‘‘find himself’’ and, inei- 
dentally, if he discovers that in 
some line of work which he hkes,— 
algebra, for instance, may be neces- 
sary and he will study that subject 
without more ado, whereas before he 
could not be coaxed to take it up 
because he could see no practical ap- 
plication. Mr. Kimball’s practical 
talk received generous applause and 
he was given a rising vote of thanks 
by those present.

Monday at his home at 377 Marlboro st., Boston, fol- 


lowing an illness of only a few days from pneumonia. 
He was almost eighty-two years of age, having been 
born March 1, 1833, in Middleboro, the son of Philan- 
der and Elizabeth (Homes) Washburn. On both the 
paternal and maternal sides his ancestors were people 
of note who had been in public life. Dr. Washburn 
prepared at Phillips Andover Academy for college and 
was graduated from Amherst college in 1855, and then 
for three years attended Andover Theological Semi- 
nary, leaving to go to Constantinople, Turkey, as 
treasurer of the American Board. Later he returned 
to this country and in a year completed his full course 
at Andover Theological Seminary. This was in 1862, 
and the next year he was ordained to the Congrega- 
tional ministry. After this, he went again to Turkey, 
where he continued with the American Board until 
1869, when he became vice-president of Robert College, 
in Constantinople, and four years later president, 
which office he retained until about 1904, when with 
advancing years, he resigned. In his long service for 
the college Dr. Washburn had been professor of phil- 
osophy for many years. Some of the students under 
him became later in life men of prominence, among 
them Panaretoff, the present Bulgarian minister to 
Washington. Dr. Washburn received from Amherst 
his A. B. degree, 1855, that of D. D. in 1874, and his 
LL. D. in 1900, from the University of Michigan, while 
Princeton conferred a like honor upon him, as did 
Amherst and the University of Pennsylvania. Fol- 
lowing his return to this country, Dr. Washburn took 
up his residence in Boston. He had been a Lowell 
Institute lecturer and was an authority on matters in 
At the time of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago, in 1893, Dr. Wash- 
burn was a member of Congress of Religions and a 
speaker on Mohammedanism, and he was a member of 
the Edinburgh Conference and of the extension com- 
mittee on education of that organization. While in the 
South Hastern part of Europe, Dr. Washburn was made 
a trustee of the Thessalonica Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Institute, conducted under American administra- 
tion, and he continued as trustee up to the time of his 
death. He was active in helping to secure the inde- 
pendence of Bulgaria, and received a highly prized 
decoration, the Order of St. Alexander, from Prince 
Alexander of Bulgaria, and the Civil Merit from Prince 
Ferdinand, the present king of Bulgaria. Dr. Wash- 


burn was the author of ‘‘Fifty Years in Constantin- 


ople,’’ and was a contributor for twenty years or more 


to the Contemporary Review and wrote also for other 
publications, including English and American maga- 
zines. He married, in Constantinople, April 15, 1859, 
Henrietta Loraine Hamlin, daughter of Rev. Cyrus

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 


* As was anticipated, the Equal 
Suffrage cause in Massachusetts had 
its great victory in the Legislature 
on Tuesday afternoon, when the 
Suffrage amendment bill finally 
passed the House by a vote of 196 
to 33. This majority was much 
greater than expected, and so were 
the crowds of Suffragists who flood- 
ed the State House, many coming 
from different parts of the state,— 
some from Manchester! Some of 
us had to sit in the Press gallery, 
and there I found myself, by chance, 
beside Mr. and Mrs. Harry Russell. 
The galleries looked like a spring 
tlower show, with the array of yel- 
low daffodils. Very few Antis were 
to be seen. They also anticipated 
our victory! After equal suffrage 
has been completely won and be- 
come a fact here, there will be no 
Antis! But I suppose there will be 
forever an anti element in the com- 
munity, that element of prejudice 
and fear which always opposes any 
new movement. 

In the House debate, we were 
very glad to notice that the Repre- 
sentative from this district, Mr. 
Foster of Gloucester, spoke for the 
bill and for Suffrage. He spoke 
eloquently, too, saying that the pres- 
ent great war proves the need of 
women’s voices in affairs of goy- 
ernment. We shall always remem- 
ber Mr. Harry Foster of Gloucester, 
and Mr. Boyle of Manchester, who 
was his predecessor in the Legisla- 
ture (and also our friend). 

The chief speaker for the Opposi- 
tion, was so offensive in language, 
so ignorant of the facts, that he was 
interrupted by murmurs of protest 
from both the men and the women, 
but he continued his indecent speech 
until stopped by Speaker Cox. He 
was a disgrace to the Antis and to 
the Legislature. 

After the splended vote had been 
taken in the house, and the overflow 
meeting on the State House steps 
was over, the Suffragists formed an 
impromptu parade, several hundred 
strong and marched up to their 
headquarters in Copley Square, re- 
ceiving friendly greetings all the 
way. And there an impressive flag- 
raising took place—first the stars 
and stripes, then the new Suffrage 
flag—— while the crowd sang ‘‘The 
Star Spangled Banner’’ and ‘‘ Amer- 
ica.’’ Finally we sang ‘‘Home Sweet 
Home.’’ Home means Massachu- 
setts, and Massachusetts is now a 
‘“‘ecampaign state;’’ and when the 
Suffrage question comes up to the 
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voters next November, we shall ask 
the men to let the women work with 
them, for the home. 

Let me add only one item, for this 
week,—Suffragists and Antis have 
been working together for the 
second performance of ‘‘Sylvia,’’ on 
Thursday, which was for the benefit 
of the Women’s Peace Party. This 
is as it should be!

It 
is a strong spirit that is able to rise above the news 

that constantly comes from the other shores. The ef- 

fects of that conflict are being felt in America. How 
long, how long will the nations of the earth be forced 
to listen to the noise and tumult of war? 


_ The Filipino will get his liberty when he is capable 
of self-government. It has taken the Anglo-Saxon race 
many a year to learn the art and power of self-govern- 
ment. It is too much to expect the little ‘‘brown broth- 
ers’’ to acquire that skill by a few kindergarten in- 
structions in gevernment. 


Dr. A. A. Berle, formerly of the North Shore and 
now of Cambridge, is an ardent believer in a State 
University for Massachusetts. The scholarship plan 
which President Lowell of Harvard has now committed 
himself to, seems the more effective method of gaining 
the same end. 


The Boston Elevated has won the Museum Medal 
for having the best accident record of any railroad in 
the country. Such a distinction is highly honorable. 
It is another evidence of what wholesome publicity will 
do. The ‘‘Safety First’’ campaign was evidently suc- 
cessful.

A condition of depression is sometimes an halluci- 
nation. A lack of business faith and enterprise in one 
line is apt to prevent a growth of confidence in all its 
allied lines. Correspondingly, employment and _ pros- 
perity in any one line is sure to influence all of its re- 
lated lines. Prosperity to the candle-stick maker soon- 
er or later means prosperity to the butcher and baker. 
But, too often a retrenchment is made without real 
business reasons and a false condition of depression is 
created. A sensible retrenchment is a community good, 
but unnecessary retrenchment is a community evil. 


William Jennings Bryan has been the butt of many 
an unkindly thrust because of his grape-juice policies 
and his desires for peace between the United States 
and Mexico. Grape-juice is preferable to blood and a 
policy of peace to a militant spirit that would drive the 
nation to war. The Mexican trouble has not yet blown 
over, but this administration should receive the honor- 
able credit of having been able to maintain peace un- 
der exceedingly trying conditions. 


Statisticians have been computing the cost of the 
war in Europe. How ean they estimate its cost? What 
is the standard? Is it gold and silver? Or is it in tears 
and broken hearts that we have the real measure of the 
cost of the war? Money is no measure. It is possible, 
indeed, to estimate in dollars and cents the actual ex- 
penditures for war purposes, but this item of expense 
is but a small factor in the real cost of warfare.

MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 


“Cost of High Living,’’ Subject of 
Most Profitable Lecture. 


At the regular meeting of the 
Manchester Woman’s club Tuesday 


afternoon, Mr. Frank G. Spear ad- 
dressed over 90 women on ‘‘The 
Cost of High Living’’. Mr. Spear’s 


lecture contained a wealth of inform- 
ation, told in an unusually concise 
form and was voted by the mem- 
bers of the club one of the most 
profitable as well as enjoyable ad- 
dresses of the season. 

The speaker supplemented his 
talk by declaring himself to be in 
favor of women suffrage, which, he 
believes, is inevitable. With the 
coming of so many new responsibili- 
ties for women, it behooves them to 
interest themselves in the topics of 
the day, prominent among which is 
the high cost of living. Women are

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the purchasing power of the coun- 
try, buying, as they do, 95 percent 
of all the goods sold. It is interest- 
ing to know that this fact is so well 
recognized that advertisers write 
their ads, wholly with a view to at- 
tracting women. Managers of stores 
know just how much trade their ads 
will draw from women. If women 
are coming into politics they must 
know the points of the business, es- 
pecially the weak points, which the 
men have not been able to master. 
In this connection the speaker said 
that of the men who go into business 
for themselves, 90 percent go into 
bankruptey before reaching the age 
of 65. 

‘““Has the cost of living really 
gone up?’’ said Mr. Spear. ‘‘Most 
certainly it has. And I have a cheer- 
ful message for you: It is going up 
even higher than it has!’’ 

The speaker gave as the first rea- 


son for the increased cost of living 
in this country, the tariff. If Man- 


made clothes under similar condit- 
ions, the obvious suggestion would — 
be for us to sell our shoes in Salem _ 
and for Salem merchants to sell 
their clothes here. If, however, 
someone built a wall a mile high be-— 
tween the two towns and said, ““No 
goods shall pass here without the © 
payment of a tax,’’ what would be | 
the result? An immediate increase 
in the price of merchandise. The 
tariff has precisely the same effect. 
If the tariff puts the prices up, it al- — 
so keeps up a high wage scale. Living | 
in Europe i is not nearly so expensive 
as in America, but neither are ee 
so high. The result is that the Doom 
classes of Europeans have little 
chance for enlightenment, much lessill 
for comforts and refinements. Until — 
we are willing to accept these stan-— q 
dards here, let us not do away with 
the tariff, for when that goes down, 
wages are bound to go down also. — 
Politics has nothing to do with the 
question; it is the eternal one of sup- _ 
ply and demand. bd 
The trusts also interfere with the 
laws of supply and demand in their — 
combining of corporations, which oe 


sults in high prices, but the trusts — 
also prevent failures and business 
panics. One man in business for him- k 
self may make a grave mistake; on — 
a corporation board there is almost. 
sure to be one sane man and in a 
trust, which is a combination of cor- — 
porations, there will be several clear- 
headed men to avert disaster. It is — 
significant that the prices of gaso- — 
line and kerosene have advanced — 
since the breaking up of the Stan-— 
dard Oil company. Trusts, there- 
fore, are not wholly undesirable as — 
they put stability into business. 
Trade unions were Mr. Spear’s — 
next topic. They have undoubtedly — 
been a tremendous contribution to 
the welfare of the common people, 
but they may also be a disturbing 
element and the speaker gave an ex- 
ample. A manufacturer has plenty 
of business, he is hiring a large force 
of workers, everything is going 
smoothly and he is delivering his 
orders and make a profit. Sud- 
denly someone has a grievance and 
without warning, the whole force 
stops work and walks out, leaving 
the manufacturer tied hand and 
foot. Unable to deliver his goods, 
he cannot meet his financial obliga- 
tions and he fails. Each failure is a 


rock east into the sea of business 


sending out waves and waves of de- 
pression. 

Until recently, there was very lit- 
tle system in business and there is 
still practically none in agriculture. 
Highty percent of the people of this 
country are living in cities and towns 
with a population of over 5000, leav- 
ing the other 20 percent to feed this 
great majority. The agriculturalists 
of this age are using the antiquated 
methods of their great-grandfathers 
with regard to equipment, crops and 
markets. The salvation of the coun- 
try people, and, too, of the other 80 
percent, is in scientific agriculture, 
which is a demonstrated success, in 
motor trucks, in a good market for 
‘the producer’s goods, in the doing 
away with the middleman, and in 
large markets in the cities where the 
consumer may buy direct from the 
producer at greatly reduced prices. 

The next great factor in the pre- 
sent high cost of living is the over 
production of gold, so that a gold 
dollar is not now worth 100 cents. 
Thus it takes a greater amount of 
dollars to equal the purchasing power 
of a smaller number of dollars, when 
the market is not flooded with gold. 
It is the same with any commodity ; 
when there is an over-production of 
the supply, prices drop. This is es- 
pecially true of unskilled labor,for as 
long as a man is not proficient in any 
one line, he will never be able to com- 
mand: more than a minimum wage, 
because there is always an over-sup- 
ply of common labor. 

Besides the glutting of the mar- 
ket with gold, there is the cavreless- 
ness of the American people, which 
surpasses that of all other nations. 
This is especially true about fire. 
A $35,000 house is destroyed by fire 
every 15 minutes in the United 
States; consequently, prices of fire 
insurance are very high. Nearly 
every fire is caused by indifference. 
such as oldfashioned shingle roots, 
poor installation of lights, and dust- 
less dusters, which explode from 
spontaneous combustion. The whole 
country must pay for the constant 
loss of the surplus wealth, which 
has been, perhaps, laboriously ac- 
eumulated. 

Out extravagance, said Mr. Spear, 
is fast pushing us on the heels of 
the old Romans, who ate, drank and 
dissipated themselves out of exist- 
ence. He gave a business maxim, 
which he made especially emphatic : 
when a man hasn’t the money or 
quick assets to pay every cent he 
owes, that man is insolvent. The 
typical American home is insolvent 
all the time. Mr. Spear urged the 
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Capital $1,000,000 
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women present to preach economy 
in their homes and to face the situ- 
ation squarely. The, cost of living is 
going up, interest on borrowed mon- 
ey is going up, while interest on de- 
posited money is going down. Every 
person ought to save a minimum 
amount of 10 percent of his income. 
The years of a man’s life may be 
devided thus: 0—21 years, the edu- 
cational period; 21— 30, the begin- 
ning of achievement; 30—45 the 
firm establishment of success and of 
family life; 45—60, the accumulat- 
ive period; 60—75, the non-produc- 
ing period, when a man should be 
living upon the accumulated dollars 
of his career. This, in face of the 
fact that 90 percent of the business 
men in this country are bankrupt at 
the age of 65 is appalling. In 
speaking of saving, Mr. Spear made 
a point of investments, which are in 
the United States, notoriously un- 
profitable; 92 percent of the mines 
exploited are failures. The speaker 
gave the following tests for an in- 
vestment: Is it safe? Is if modest in 
returns? Will it be quickly convert- 
able into cash? A woman has abso- 


lutely no right to take any chances 
in investing her money; she must 
assure herself of the safety of any 


investment she makes. 

After finishing with the causes of 
the high cost of living, the speaker 
proceeded to give some of the meth- 
ods for reducing expenses. The first 
method is to cut down on luxuries; 
others are to take up a system of 
collective buying, if practicable; the 
establishment of a cash system for 
household expenses; scientific mar- 
keting; the curbing of the extrava- 
gance of the coming generation and, 
above all, compulsory saving, such 
as holding shares in a co-operative 
bank. Mr. Spear made an earnest 
plea for the co-operative bank, 
which, he said, will do more to es- 
tablish thrift in the American public 
than anything else. 

Mr. Spear was generously ap- 
plauded and his lecture caused much 
discussion in the social hour, which 
followed. Mrs. Ethel Hoare fur- 
nished the music on the program 
with a vocal solo, ‘‘You are My 
Harbor of Love,’’ very sweetly ren- 
dered.

The Village church, Magnolia, was 
crowded Sunday evening when the 
Rev. Peter MacQueen, minister, es- 
sayist, author and lecturer, deliver- 
ed an illustrated address on the 
things he had seen in the present 
great war in Europe. Mr. Mac-

azines, has had many interesting and 
thrilling experiences in many lands, 
he has never seen sights so terrible 
as those which met his eyes during 
the ten weeks of his life with the 
armies of the allies in Belgium. He 
has made a thorough study of the 
racial and economie conditions in 
the European countries and is en- 
abled to speak with confidence up- 
on disputed questions and his vivid 
and picturesque style of delivery de- 
lighted his audience.

The speaker dealt with the war as 
a general subject without reference 
to persons ‘or nations, describing it 
as ‘‘brute force thrust into the deli- 
cate machinery of modern civiliza- 
tion’’ and of the great losses the 
countries involved must stand for 
years to come because of the killing 
off of millions of men, the flower of 
their countries, the razing and burn- 
ing of villages and towns, the de- 
struction of beautiful old buildings 
and works of art, which can never 
be replaced, and the disastrous in- 
terruptions in finance and trade. 

After showing a war map of KEu- 
rope distinguishing the allies and 
the countries of the Teutonic Alli- 
ance, the speaker proceeded to give 
a little of the history and condition 
of each country. The stereopticon 
pictures, which accompanied this part 
of the lecture were taken in Hurop- 
ean towns and eities and, many 
of them, in the battlefields, which 
will go down in history as the great- 
est of the world’s records. Those 
of Russia were especially interest- 
ing as Russia is the largest country 
of the whole world, having an im- 
mense soldiery and population. The 
basie question of the war, the 
speaker said, is: Can Russia get con- 
trol of Constantinople and the Bos- 
phorus? Mr. MacQueen believes 
that Russia needs and has a right to 
that waterway. 

Mr. MacQueen’s remarks cast con- 
siderable light on the Servian and 
Balkan problems and upon the con- 


ditions in those countries, where 
trade reasons demand a just peace. 
The principal crops of Servia, he 
said, are pigs and prunes and if the 
people cannot get their pigs and 
prunes to market, they cannot sell 
them. They must have a waterway. 

The speaker’s remarks about Ger- 
many and the Kaiser were notable 
principally for their absolute fair- 
ness to a nation and a country, 
which he personally had found de- 
lightful, and to the ruler, whose 
clean life and high ideals were ir- 
reproachable, but whose military 
spirit has plunged his people into 
such depths of suffering. Mr. Mac- 
Queen said: ‘‘If I were asked to sum 
up in one sentence my opinion of 
the Kaiser, I would say, ‘He has 
studied war too much’,”’ 

Kngland’s only chance for safety 
and protection lies in her control of 
the water—and the air. That is why 
she has made such wonderful strides 
in aviation and why in three years 
she will have five aeroplanes to one 
Zeppelin. The army of the British 
Kimpire is unsurpassed for bravery 
and some interesting views to illus- 
trate the cosmopolitan makeup of 
the forces were shown. 


Perhaps, the most beautiful of all 


the 200 pictures, which illustrated 
Mr. MacQueen’s lecture were those 
of Paris, the loveliest city of the 
world. Mr. MacQueen paid a high 
tribute to the women of France, 
whom he said were the bravest in 
the world. 

The speaker had a very sympath- 
etic audience, particularly during 
his remarks upon Belgium, the in- 
nocent bystander, who was dragged 
into the conflict before she knew 
that there was an arch-duke in Ser- 
via, much less that he had been kill-

Realistic and exciting as is the 
chariot race in ‘‘Ben Hur’’ with its 
twenty thoroughbred horses driven 
in quadruple teams by the five 
contestants for the blue ribbon of 
victory in the arena of the Anti- 
och circus, as seen by the breathless 
audience in front of the footlights 
at the big Boston Theatre, Boston, 
one gets a new sensation by watch- 
ing this wonderful spectacle from 
behind the scenes. All around, 
towers huge panoramas. At one’s 
feet the stage is transformed from 
the boards trod by buskin and sock 
into a mechanical workshop. Four 


horses stand abreast before each 
chariot, resting upon the heavy 
treadmills, each chariot platform 


weighing, with its involved acces- 
sories, a grand total of 138,000 
pounds. Yet each of these five 
chariots with shouting riders, plung- 
ing steeds and weighty cradles is 
shifted back and forth at will by 
invisible means and by a simple turn 
of the wrist. The subterranean re- 
gion below-stairs, with its constant 
passing through of supernumeraries, 
resembles a timbered dockyard 
bearing as it does this Alantean 
movable mass of thundering tread- 
mills on its crouched shoulders. 

A queer sight it is behind the 
scenes just before the race begins, a 
curious mixture of oriental and mod- 
ern. The first and Twentieth Cen- 
turies seem to be jostling elbows 
Up to date little stable boys stand- 
ing by the horses at the antique 
chariots;-a host of Romans, Jews 
and <Asiatics in trappings of the 
‘‘gorgeous East’’ elbowing by a 
small regiment of stage hands; Ben- 
Hur, in his white tunic, clambers 
cautiously to his perch in one of the 
race-cars, and Messala, with red 
cloak flying and the other contest- 
ants leap into their chariots. The 
red garment is the waited signal.

Grinnell was told that he was to die 
the next day, and late in the day a 
priest was sent to his cell, who 
gave him a Bible, told him to pray 
and prepare for death.

During the week progress was made by the New 
Haven and the Boston & Maine railroads toward a 
period of better times. The recommendations made 
concerning the New Haven affairs seem reasonable aud 
their execution should be an aid to the company and 
its rehabilitation. The note-holders of the Boston & 
Maine are responding, and it is now likely that the 
payment of the notes outstanding may be delayed until 
September. This will give the road the advantage of 
six of its busiest months to make financial preparations 
to meet them. These advance steps do not in them- 
selves contribute much to the railroad problem, but 
they are steps in the right direction. Strong men are 
at work on both problems and another year will mean 
much to both roads. New England cannot afford to 
be served by two bankrupt railroads. The menacing 
conditions of both roads ought to teach the public the 
folly of oppressing railroads with unreasonable and un- 
just legislation. 


The New Jersey Peace Forum has passed a resolu- 
tion recommending the founding of a Supreme Court 
of the nations to which all disagreements among na- 
tions may be submitted. Apparently the recommenda- 
tion is not without merit, but unfortunately there is no 
reasonable assurance that the findings of such a court 
would be respected by all the nations. If this could 
be assured, success would attend the peace movement; 
but in the event of a crisis during which any one na- 
tion believed itself injured there would be, perhaps, 
a resort to armed force and the findings of the Supreme 
Court would become but another ‘‘serap of paper.’’ War 
cannot and will not cease until the whole world is con- 
vinced of its folly and refuses to resort to it whatever 
the grievance. When that time comes and good will 
exists between nations a supreme court of the nations 
will be a valuable agency for peace and not until then.

- Election will be held in Manchester 
next Monday. The apparent lack 
of interest in the election as a whole 
is noticeable. Only for three of the 
offices is there a contest,— for the 
'_ water commissioner’s job, in which 
Senter Stanley is candidate for re- 
election, with Alexander Robertson 
also seeking’ the office; for park de- 
partment, in which Jeffrey S. Reed 
seeks re-election, with Alfred E. 
E. Parsons as opponent; and for 
selectmen. For this position there 
are five candidates for the three 
positions. George R. Dean and 
Frank G. Cheever of the present 
board are candidates for re-election. 
Edward S. Knight, who has served 
on the board in years past, Lyman 
W. Floyd and Frank W. Bell are 
the other three candidates. All 
five men have their respective fol- 
lowings, and there are all kinds of 
combinations suggested. Many 
think the two members of the pres- 
ent board will be re-elected, with 
Mr. Knight as the new member;

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| DEATH OF HENRY 8. DENNIS 
One of Manchester’s Oldest Resi- 
dents Passed Away Saturday. 

Henry 8S. Dennis, one of Manches- 
ter’s oldest citizens and largest 
property owners, died at his home 
on Bridge street, last Saturday even- 
ing from heart trouble. 

He ‘was born in Manchester 82 
years ago, and was a son of Capt. 
‘Richard C. of Beverly and Henrietta 
(Story) Dennis, of Manchester. In 
early life he went to sea with his 
‘father, on trading voyages to the 
West Indies and to the Grand 
Banks, out of Gloucester. 

Retiring from the sea he settled 
down in Manchester, married Me- 
lissa Ayers, and was 22 years care- 
taker of the estate of the late Wil- 
liam B, Mansfield, at West Manches- 
ter. Subsequently he worked in the 
same capacity for Gustave Schermer 
and Gardiner M. Lane. 

Mr. Dennis was a thrifty and in- 
dustrious man, and early began in- 
yestments in Manchester real estate.

MAGNOLIA 


PANAMA CANAL 


Subject of Illustrated Lecture at 
Magnolia Church. 


Statistics and other information 
about the Panama Canal were given 
at the Village church, Magnolia, 
Sunday evening in a paper, written 
by Rev. Peter MacQueen, and read 
by the Rev. Dr. Walter S. Eaton. 
The address was accompanied by 
illustrations, which showed not only 
the process of construction, but also 
types of settlers and workers on the 
isthmus in the old days and in the 
present period. The lecture in- 
cluded information about the early 
discoverers, Columbus and Balboa 
and about the ships in which they 
sailed. Columbus’ boats were about 
as large as the life boats on the 
modern ocean liners and steamships 
500 times as large have since passed 
through the Canal, which is the ful- 
fillment of the great explorer’s 
dreams of a western passage to the 
Indies. 

The photographs, which Mr. Mae- 
@ueen took on his trip to Panama 
last year afforded an _ excellent 
study of types of workmen. The 
Spaniards, while not the most. at- 
tractive or picturesque of the work- 
ers, have furnished about 60% of 
the brawn required for the con- 
struction of the canal. The most 
picturesque of the workmen have 
been the Martiniquan negroes, 
whose costumes and attractive little 
homes on the edge of the jungle

seem a transplanted part of their 
native island. The American work- 
ers and their home conditions are, 
of course, most interesting to New 
Englanders. All have quarters il- 
lustrative of what cleanliness and 
sanitary conditions can do to make 
homes lvable in the tropies. The 
little white cottages in the colonies 
of the American workmen are at- 
tractive and comfortable, the bache- 
lors having convenient, if not 
roomy, quarters, while the married 
men have four room houses. The 
hotels have been greatly improved 
since the United States took up the 
work, which the French abandoned, 
and the beautiful and costly elub- 
houses, built by the Y. M. C. A. and 
the Federation of Woman’s clubs 
along the canal route from Colon to 
Balboa, the newly-built city at the 
western entrance to the ‘‘Big 
Ditch,’’ have done much to uphold 
the moral standards in the country. 
The government has done every- 
thing possible to make home-life 
easy and desirable for this same 
purpose, so that Panama, unlike 
most tropical countries, will retain 
the high standards and ideals of the 
United States. 

The work has been earried out 
much as the French planned it ex- 
cept that locks have been made in- 
stead of having the canal construct- 
ed on sea level. The Gatun locks 
at the eastern entrance and the 
Pedro Miguel and Melle Flores 
locks at the Pacifie entrance are 
among the largest in the world. 
Safety for ships passing through 
the canal is guaranteed by the series 
of locks and gates, and by the width 
of the canal, which will permit the 
largest boats afloat to pass each 
other. The machinery, which has

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been used, is the most modern and 
the largest ever made. The canal 
will ever be a monument to Col. 
Goethals, whose slogans of safety in 
construction, rapidity and low cost 
have been carried out to the letter. 
A photograph of Col. Goethals in 
his modest office at Calabra im- 
pressed one with the quiet efficiency 
of the man. 

Views of the country surround- 
ing the canal and the Panama rail- 
road, which crosses the isthmus, 
were interesting and some of them 
were picturesque to a degree. The 
railroad, which is now a splendidly 
paying proposition, is fifty miles 
long and it has been said that a 
human life was sacrificed for every 
tie along the tracks. Where once 
were swamps, breeding places of 
the dread mosquito, is now a 
eraded, healthy streach of land. 
Others of the more beautiful of the 
stereopticon views were those of 
the canals in foreign countries, 
particularly in Africa. The might- 
iest of these seem but child’s play 
beside the Panama Canal. 

The canal was officially opened 
October 10, 1913, and although there 
have been accidents, such as land 
slides, since then, the engineers are 
now confident that no catastrophe 
beyond their immediate control can) 
ever happen. The canal is im- 
pregnable and the wonderful sys- 
tem of lighting is such that the 
search lights at either entrance to 
the canal can throw their rays as 
many miles as the guns of any 
enemies could carry. It has been 
said that the zone is as light as 
Broadway, which is another way of 
saying as light as day. 

Everyone enjoyed the lecture, 
both for its subject matter and for 
the unusual pictures of the vast 
machines used in the construction 
work.

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This has been Town Meeting week. The voters 
have gathered together to consider the affairs of the 
community. But how few appreciate the cost of the 
freedom which they enjoy! The Town Meeting and 
its democracy was the beginning of the republican 
form of government which has been developed so well 
in this country and which promises so much for the 
. future. The efforts of our forefathers to obtain lib- 
erty were rewarded and this nation has entered into 
their labors. Such liberty is still a new event in the 
world’s history. It is but a century and a quarter 
since this nation obtained its freedom and established 
a republic. It may be that another one hundred years 
will see the successful governments of America estab- 
lished on old world soil and the principles of democracy 
become the foundation of a new liberty for Europe. 
The stay-at-home voter that has not energy or interest 
enough to participate in the privileges and rights of 
his citizenship is wanting in judgment and apprecia 
tion of the advantages which other men’s labors have 
afforded him. 


Beverly Farms has lost another leading citizen. 
Former Mayor Trowt has passed on to his reward. 
In partnership with Mr. John Wyatt he built up the 
business of Wyatt & Trowt at Pride’s Crossing. But 
his energy would not permit him to be contented with 
the limitations of his personal affairs. With ambitions 
for public service he was an efficient {nd loyal member 
of the school committee. His service there prepared 
him for the larger work to which he was elected as 
mayor of the city. Mr. Trowt made and held friends. 
The North Shore is called upon too often to part with 
its citizens. The attendance at the simple services at 
the church was a testimony to his popularity. 


Rarely has the season begun so early for real 
estate men on the North Shore.

It is true that we live in a world of war and cannot 
forget the world strife being fought out in Hurope, 
yet one cannot but express the opinion that the war 
is nerve racking and wearisome. If one could turn the 
wheel of time back to the quiet days of July 1914 
how relieved the world would feel. Such feelings are 
not selfish nor is one unmindful of the sufferings of 
men and women, nor of the great results of the war 
now at stake. It is the protest of the humane spirit 
within us that rises against bloodshed, carnage and 
war. 


The Town of Norwood is to try an experiment that 
will be watched with interest by every municipality 
in the state. It has recided to employ, on a salary 
basis, a town manager who will care for the business 
interests of the town. The departure is novel and 
presents an interesting way out for towns feeling the 
need of competent management and where it has not — 
been possible to find men willing to sacrifice their time ° 
for the interests of the people. Town government 
long ceased to be the small affair that was necessarily 
but a limited part of town life in the early days. There 
are complex business problems that need expert at- 
tention. Norwood thinks that a manager is the solu- 
tion of the problem. 


In 1920 the State of Massachusetts will have the 
opportunity to commemorate the three hundredth an- 
niversary of the settlement at Plymouth. It has been 
proposed that an exposition be held and a group of 
strong men are exploiting the idea. The anniversary 
ought to be observed for it is a great anniversary not 
alone for Plymouth and Massachusetts, but for the 
whole country. The exposition idea does not appeal 
to Massachusetts and the plan should be nipped in 
the bud. Is there any sentimental reason to commer- 
clalize everything in this land? : 

The modern system of espionage has been so ac- 
curately and painstakingly developed that the Eu- 
ropean nations on both sides of the conflict have ac- 
curate information of persons, places, methods and in- 
trigues necessary for success in any particular zone of 
action. It appears to be one of the points in the game. 
But the American mind cannot quite understand its 
purpose, plans and value. Is it not significant that the 
American vocabulary has no accurate translation of 
the word, espionage? 


H. C. Frick has rendered American art a good ser- 
vice in purchasing and thus preserving to America the 
famous Fragonards. While these purchases for the 
time being will be preserved in the Frick private col- 
lection they are a part of America’s art wealth and 
eventually will become the property of the people. 

There are forty-seven States in the Union that 
have biennial elections of State officers and biennial 
sessions of the State legislature. Is Massachusetts so 
far behind the times that it needs to convene its legis- 
lature every year to ‘‘catch up?’’

they have remained loyal to their convictions that the 
ministry of peace of the Master is a more worthy oc- 
cupation than a second rate war review from the pul- 
pit. The Outlook has recommended that the clergy 
keep to their tasks. It is patent, however, that the 
press has more signally failed in the matter than the 
pulpit. This nation is committed to a policy of 
neutrality; to that policy the press and the pulpit 
should adhere with precision. No clergyman or editor 
has the training, the facts, or the ability to sift the 
contesting claims of the old world at this great dis- 
tance. And if one stray clergyman or editor should 
chance upon the solution what would it contribute to 
the situation? This is a perilous and calamitous time 
and the press and pulpit should unite in a campaign 
for neutrality and peace. 


If the Woman’s Suffrage act be accepted in the 
fall elections what a sweeping change will be made 
in the character and interests of town and city muni- 
cipalities. The new order of affairs will afford the 
women a free band in carrying to success plans which 
are now but the dreams of women’s clubs. The day 
is coming when the women will take a hand at vot- 


ing and municipal management and the male voters 


must take that future possiblity into account. The 
amendment may be defeated in the fall, but that will 
be but a passing defeat. There will be no Waterloo 
on the Suffrage question. Defeated the women will 
rise again to fight anew. 


‘The Teachers’ Lyceum Course in Beverly would 
have been more successful if the committee had plan- 
ned the hour of the lectures and concerts so that Man- 
chester and Beverly Farms attendants could stay un- 
til the program was completed. Manager Gaylord 
has planned to correct this failing next year and the 
change will be profitable to the management of the 
course and to out-of-town attendants. 


The new three million dollar road for Delaware 
the gift of Gen. T. Coleman Dupont appears to be in 
peril because of its doubtful constitutionality.

The institution 
needs a new administration building and needs it im- 
peratively. Anyone whose interests in life have lead 
him to the institution is aware of the inadequate build 
ing facilities that are available for the hospital uses. 
A new waiting room will be a great help. Here is an 
opportunity for some philanthropic man or woman to 
erect a memorial to a friend. Money could not be 
put to a better use than the construction of a good 
adminisration building. 


The Railroad Commissioners have issued their de 
cision on the petitions of the Boston & Maine, the New 
Haven and the Boston & Albany railroads for an in- 
crease in the rates of fares to be charged for pas- 
senger service. The petitions were all given a fair 
hearing and the New Haven alone has received a fav" 
orable answer. No one doubts the imperative need 
for increasing the revenues of railroad companies, but 
the wholesale and unjust increases asked by three of 
the roads were not warranted. It was the apparent 
injustices that resulted from the arbitrary methods of 
making the increases that resulted in the claims of 
three of the roads being denied. The arbitrary five- 
cent unit in the computation of fares has nothing to 
commend it except that it affords the railroads an 
opportunity to increase their incomes.

THE TELEPHONE 
Manchester Has one of Best Ex- 
changes in the Country 


Telephone development in) Man- 
chester during the past four years 
has been rapid so far as improve- 
ment:in system, service and type of 
construction are concerned, Manches- 
ter has shown an average growth in 
the number of subseribers during 
these four years. In 1911 there were 
256 subseribers and at the present 
writing there are 358, showing an in- 
crease of 102 for the period. The 
Telephone Company has given this 
town the very best in telephone 
equipment. It was but a little 
more than three years ago that the 
service rates were reduced from 10 


to 20 per cent. It was less than 
two years ago that the telephone 


company built a new central office 
_and furnished it with the latest type 
of switchboard, This new arrange- 


ment gave Manchester subseribers 
the benefit of divided ringing sys- 
tem on party lines as well as new 


common battery type of exchange, 
Which eliminated the necessity of 
signalling the operator by turning 
a crank. The company has, at con- 
siderable cost, placed many miles of 
its cable underground, thus replace 
ing the overhead construction, 

This work has made possible the 
removal of 194 poles and there are 
8.085 miles of copper wire under the 
streets of Manchester at the present 
time. 

In ‘ Manchester, as well as in 
other exchanges where the popula 
tion increases in the summer season, 
it is necessary for the company. to 
provide many extra facilities for the 
additional summer use, there being, 
however, but a sheht change in the 
number of summer subseribers from 
year to year. 

Another detail to which the tele 
phone company has of late given its 
attention is the establishment of a 
public pay station at  seattered 
points about the town for the hene- 
fit. and convenience of the non-sub 
seribers, These all-year-round pay 
stations have increased from five in 
1911 to fourteen at the present writ- 
ing.; ‘There are, of course, a few 
summer pay stations installed, for 
the most part in hotels. One im 
portant addition to the summer type 
of pay station was made last sea- 
son at Singing Beach upon arrange- 
ment. with the Town of Manchester 
Park Commissioners. This was 
found to be an excellent location for 
the accommodation of the many 
people who visited the beach.

After being in-session two even- 
ings and part of one day, Manches- 
ter’s annual Town Meeting may be 
said to have only got a fair start 
when it adjourned Tuesday evening 
to next Monday evening at 7.30 
o'clock. That is, it had only start- 
ed when the number of articles dis- 
posed of is the thing considered. Of 
the 66 articles in the warrant only 


fifteen or sixteen had been acted 
upon. The greater part of the time 


Monday evening was taken up in a 
discussion of highway matters. 
Not so much as to how much should 
be spent, but as to how to spend it, 
—whether by town labor or by con- 
tract. It was finally voted that the 
special appropriation of $30,000 for 
new construction should be spent 
by having the work done by con- 
tract, but not until Supt. of Streets 
Crombie admitted to the voters that 
ke would have to go out of town to 
get help, and even then it would 
take until next fall to complete the 
work. The regular appropriation 
of $23,000 will be spend in repair- 
ing the streets. 

Tuesday night’s session was 
taken up with the discussion, for

most part, of whether or not to ¢on- 
tinue with the ‘present system of 
lighting the streets with the Wels- 
bach gasoline lights, or have the 
Manchester Electric Co. install elee- 
tric lights. It was finally voted by 
a decided majority to have electric 
lights. 

The total appropriations so far 
amount to $99,600. Last year $101,- 
384 had been appropriated at the 
Monday morning session. The year 
before the figures were $196,488 at 
the morning session. 

One reason why things are so 
much different this year is because 
there is a change in moderators. 
Raymond C. Allen had been honor- 
ed with the office for some years 
and had put through the buisness 
with despatch. Charles C. Dodge 
was elected this year. Usually the 
moderator is elected by a mere 
handful of voters when the meeting 
convenes at nine o’clock. This year, 
the hall was well filled, and a ree- 
ord vote ‘of 162 was cast. Of this 
number Mr. Dodge received 119 
and Mr. Allen 52. 

The surprise of the election was 
the defeat of Geo. R: Dean for

selectmen. Nearly everyone ac- 
cepted it as granted that Mr. Dean 
would be returned; he lost by only 
20 votes. The successful candidates 
were Edward S. Knight, Frank G. 
Cheever and Lyman W. Floyd. The 
only other contests were in the Park 
Board, between J. S. Reed and Al- 
fred E. Parsons, Mr. Reed being re- 
turned by a splendid majority; and 
in the water board, where Senter 
Stanley was re-elected by a large 
vote over Alexander Robertson. The 
town remains in the no license eol- 
umn, though the majority was not 
so marked as last year. 


The meeting was called to order 
at nine o’clock Monday morning by 
Town Clerk A. S. Jewett, who read 
the Warrant. The fireworks ‘start- 
ed promptly with the election of a 
moderator, as stated above. Mr. 
Dodge thanked the voters for the 
great honor conferred upon him, 
saying that this was the one occa- 
sion in the year when all the citi- 
zens met on one common level, when 
all had an equal say. He expressed

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Manchester Man Dies in Beverly,— 
a Centenarian 


John Girdler, Beverly’s centen- 
ailan, died at his home in that place 
last Friday night, after an illness of 
a iew days: Mr. Girdler was. born 
:n Manckester, Nov. 11, 1814, and 
was one of the best known and 
esteemed coal merchants in the com- 
monweatlh, and his name _ was 

nown among the coal trade as one 
of tle best in the country. He was 
}20 ably not only the oldest Bever- 
ly citizen, but the oldest active man 
engaged in business in the state if 
not the world, for while he was 100 
years old, Le was the peer in activ- 


ity, of hundreds his juniors, by 
many years. 
Mr. Girdler came of good old 


sturdy New England stoek with all 
of its characteristics. He was born 
in Manchester, where he resided 
many years before taking up his

residence in Beverly. He was edu- 
cated in the public schools, where 
he won the reputation of conscien- 
tious attention to duty, a trait that 
was one of his cardinal virtues dur- 
ing the entire period of his long and 
honorable life. In his earliest days 
he engaged in the fisheries, as near- 
ly every man did then, and at one 
time was a prominent vessel owner 
and outfitter, and was active in 
town affairs. 

Upon coming to Beverly in the 
prime of life, he engaged in the coal 
business on Water street, and from 
the start, as might have been ex- 
pected, he achieved suecess and in- 
fluence. Rarely did he miss a day 
at his office even up to within a few 
months, as it was his custom to rise 
early, and long before 7 o’clock was 
at his desk. He personally looked 
after his business, and with the as- 
sistance of his son, John H., who has 


been associated with him from boy- 
hood, the business developed into 
one of the largest retail concerns in 
this vicinity with a wholly up-to- 
date plant, the main Girdler plant 
being the one located nearest the 
Beverly bridge, where the largest 
vessels discharge the coal. Mr. 
Girdler also had another large 
plant adjoining that of the Gulf Re- 
fining Co. docks further down on 
Water street, where Mr. Girdler 
commenced the present business 
and spent the larger portion of his 
time. 

Mr. Girdler never sought publie 
office although often solicited to do 
so, but he was a keen observer of 
men and events. Of a quiet dispo- 
sition, he nevertheless was promi- 
nent in his charities and benevol- 
ences and many a poor family in 
town and city have cause to re- 
member his benefaction. 

He leaves one son, John H. Gird- 
ler, and three daughters, Misses 
Sarah M., J. Louise and Elizabeth 
L. Girdler, all of Beverly.

MEXICO. 


Subject of Lecture in People’s Fo- 
rum at Magnolia. 


Thomas Wilbor of Brookline was 
the speaker at the village churel 
Sunday evening and with stereopti- 
con views and his own graphic de- 
scriptions he gave the audience a 
splendid impression of Mexico and 
the life of the people, particularly 
of the great illiterate majority, in 
that country, in which he made his 
home for twelve years, spending 
seven of these years on a large ha- 
cienda in the interior. 

The speaker told something of the 
rule of Diaz in Mexico. The coun. 
try’s greatest length is 2,000 miles 
and its greatest. width is 760 miles 
with an area of 767,000 square miles 
and about 20 inhabitants to the 
square mile. Of these inhabitants, 
the great mass, 85 per cent. in fact, 
have almost no knowledge of read- 
ing or writing and the privileges, 
like education, are given only to 
the remaining 15 per cent. Prior 
to the Diaz regime, there were no 
railroads, no telegraph system, no 
automobile roads, no government 
schools and no technical schools. Un- 
der Diaz great strides were made, 
especially in the capital of the coun- 
try, Mexico City, which now has 
splendid roads, fine public buildings 
and excellent schools. 

Mr. Wilbor spoke mostly about 
the great class of peons and told 
a great deal about the peonage sys-

tem, its evils, the possibilities of bet- 
terment there and its advantages. 
He was well qualified to speak upon 
this subject on account of his years 
among these people, who are, he 
said, stoical in appearance, but real- 
ly impressionable and emotional un- 
derneath—children, in fact. The 
hacienda, upon which he made his. 
home for seven years in Mexico. was 
several days’ journey from any rail- 
road, and this condition is charac- 
teristic of many of the Mexican 
ranches. The hacienda is divided 
into small ranches, which are let out 
to the peons, mostly by the season. 
The owner has almost absolute con- 
trol over them and thus has unlim- 
ited power for good or evil in the 
lives of these people. Some of the 
methods of agriculture were dis- 
cussed and described. 

The photographs, which were 
shown, were mostly of the more iso- 
lated parts of the country and 
showed the primitive methods of liv- 
imo among these people, who, Mr. 
Wilbor, said, seem perfectly con- 
tented to jog along in the way their 
forefathers always have and to de- 
sire nothing different. Some of the 
scenic views were beautiful and 
those of the mountainous regions 
particularly so and those pictures 
of the natives were fine examples of 
types as the speaker found them. A 
eroup picture of the family of a 
prosperous peon was among the 
most interesting. Mr. Wilbor said 
that they had been ‘‘rigged out’’ for 
the occasion and that nine-tenths of 
all the clothes that the family owned 
appeared in the picture. He also 
said that when a man of this class 
becomes so prosperous in Mexico, 
there is usually something ‘‘shady’’ 
about it; in the case of this man, ~ 
there had been suspicion, of cattle

last year, of the Bermudoz method, 
along by Coolidge’s Point. That 
the new road would start where this 
construction was left off last year, 
and continue to the Caner estate on 
Summer street, near the railroad 
bridge ;and that a like construction 
would start at the Beverly Farms 
line and continue along Bridge 
street perhaps to the property of 
the late Henry Dennis. It was not 
proposed to put in any new con- 
struction on the sewer lines, but 
that these roads would be patched 
up this year. 

G. S. Sinnicks said the city of 
Boston was paying only $14,500 per 
mile for construction by day work, 
and he felt that Manchester ought 
-to at least equal this on contract 
work. Therefore he felt $30,000 
would be enough. 

O. M. Stanley asked if the speak- 
er thought horses liked these hard 
roads. All this talk was for good 
roads for autos, but the poor horses 
are continually slipping, falling 
down, barking the shins, etc., be- 
cause the roads are so hard and so 
slippery. That people with horses 
are forced to drive in the gutter. 

E. P. Stanley thought the roads 
ought to be constructed with the 
bed 24 feet wide instead of 18. 

G. R. Dean made an urgent plea 
for the construction of these two 
miles of road this year. He didn’t 
believe in half doing it. The best 
was none too good. 

P. H. Boyle didn’t care whether 
it was 18 or 24 feet wide; the thing 
he objected to was having it done 
by contract. He didn’t believe in 
it. We had built good roads by 
day work; look at School st. He 
wanted to see the road built by the 
people of Manchester, under the di- 
rection of the supt. of streets, done 
well, and not by people who will 
take the money out of town. 

Austin Morley thought the work 
ought to be done early, so as not 
to cause too great an inconvenience 
for the people to come here to pass 
their summers. 

William Hooper would rather see 
half a mile of good roads than two 
miles of poor. He thought the 
roads at present were not in very 
good condition. 

G. S. Sinnicks tried to point out 
that if the new roads are to be built 
they must be done by contract or 
they will be unfinished when the 
summer is over. The $23,000 regu- 
will keep the town gang busy, much 
larly appropriated for highways

more. 

P. H. Boyle still insisted that 
town laborers should do the work, 
and not let contractors come in here 
and take the money out of town. 

Curtis B. Stanley was glad to see 
Ex-Rept.

The Legacy of the Office. 


Party insurgency may not add to 
the elements of happiness for the 
President, but there is nothing in 
the situation that is at all surprising.

stealing, although nothing was ever 
proven. 

The pictures of Mexico City and 
of the cathedrals of the towns were 
good examples of architecture, the 
cathedrals being picturesque and of 
a romantic history in many cases. 
The peasants at the Christmas devo- 
tions were interesting and Mr. Wil- 
bor showed a picture of a chief of 
police in one of the small villages 
at one of the religious celebrations. 
This man invariably became intoxi- 
cated on all the holidays, but, never- 
theless, always insisted upon leading 
all the processions, whether eccles- 
iastical or political, at such times. 
One striking photograph showed a 
large gathering of the peasants who 
were worshipping the infant Christ. 
Owing to the hot rays of the sun, and 
according to the custom of the coun- 
try, the men had simply tipped their 
hats so that the brims rested upon 
one shoulder instead of removing 
them completely. The sun had been 
thought too hot for the image of 
the Child, and two of the men had 
given up their blankets to shield it 
from the heat. The speaker said 
that the blankets would be consid- 
ered holy thereafter, but that, with 
the inconsistency of the race, the 
owners would be obliged to keep 4 
sharp lookout lest they be stolen. 

The lecture was something new 
in the line of illustrated lectures and 
the large attendance enjoyed Mr. 
Wilbor’s account of the Mexican life 
and of the simple people of the 
peasant class to the fullest extent.

Former Mayor and One of Beverly 
Farms’ Best Known Citizens. 


Hon. Charles H. Trowt, twice 
mayor of Beverly, and one of the 
best known residents of that city, 
passed away early Sunday morning 
at his home on Hale st., at Pride’s 
Crossing, after a few days’ illness, 
with pneumonia, with heart compli- 
eations, at the age of 57 years. 

Few men were better known or 
had more friends in Beverly than 
‘“Charlie’’ Trowt, as he was known to 
his friends in all sections of the city. 
Born in Beverly, he was educated in 
Beverly schools and always main- 
tained an active interest in school at- 
fairs. When a lad his parents re- 
moved to the Farms, and he had re- 
sided there practically all his life. 
As a young man he entered the em- 
ploy of Francis Bartlett, a well- 
known summer resident of Pride’s 
Crossing, and was with him for many 
years. More than thirty years ago 
he formed a partnership with John

Wyatt, under the firm name of 
Wyatt and Trowt, and conducted a 
successful livery stable business at 
Pride’s Crossing up to the time of 
his death. 


Early in life he took a keen inter- 
est in town affairs and served on the 
school committee under the town 
form of government. When Beverly 
became a city he was elected a mem- 
ber of the first Common Council from 
Ward 6 and served with eredit to 
himself, the ward and the city. He 
was elected to the Board of Alder- 
men from Ward 6 in 1896 and later 
served again on the school commit- 
tee from that ward. While in the 
city council he served on some of 
the most important committees 
and was a keen student of 
municipal affairs. He was_ first 
elected mayor in 1908 and was 
re-elected in 1909. His administra- 
tions were of the progressive type 
and many improvements were made 
during his two terms as mayor. He 
never lost his interest in city affairs, 
and his aid and advice was sought by 
many candidates for office. He was 
a man of winning personality, big 
hearted, kind to his friends and 
neighbors and a man devoted to his 
family. He had a pleasant smile, a 
cheery greeting and was a familiar 
figure on the North Shore roads, 
often driving behind a spanking pair 
of horses. He was famous as a judge 
of horseflesh and was often commis- 
sioned to go West and to Canada to 
select horses for summer residents. 

When a young man, Mr. Trowt 
served in the fire department and 
never lost his interest in fire depart- 
ment affairs. He was a Mason, a 
Knight Templar, a Shriner, a mem- 
ber of Magnolia lodge of Odd Fei- 
lows, of Manchester, and was one of 
the oldest members of the Jubilee 
Yacht Club and of John West Col- 
ony, Pilgrim Fathers, of Beverly 
Farms. 

For some time Mr. Trowt had not 
enjoyed the best of health, but was a 
cheerful sufferer and always looked

As to the Far-Famed Essex Clam 
At the last meeting of the Essex 
County Associated Boards of Trade, 
of which the Beverly Board of 
Trade and the Gloucester Board 
of Trade are constituent members, 
the committee on fisheries presented 
a lengthy report upon the serious- 
ness of the clam situation in Essex 
county, particularly in Newbury- 
port, Essex and Ipswich. Extracts 
from this report were as follows: 
“Unless the clammers of Essex 
eounty, and particularly those north 
of Cape Ann, adopt more scientific 
methods in following their industry. 
they will find themselves displace:| 
from the high position they have 
held for the past 100 years by the 
Plymouth and Cape Cod clammers. 
This is brought out strongly in the 
recent report of Harold W. Nightin- 
gale, of the United States Bureau of 


Fisheries, who was sent here to in- 
vestigate the situation in the clam 
industry. 

‘‘For several years the clammers 
in the section mentioned have com- 
plained to the authorities that some 
mysterious disease was destroying 
the once fruitful clam beds. Accord- 
ing to the report of Mr. Nightingale, 
mentioned above, the poor quality 
and the searcity of the clams is not 
due to a disease, but from the fact 
that the flats have been dug for 100 
years without any attempt at replen- 
ishment, and, as is always the case 
with natural beds, they have _ be- 
come exhausted.”’

Germany has been successful in her diplomatic ef- 
forts with Italy in so far as Italy has maintained its 
neutrality, but now Russia has opened on Italy and a 
diplomatic struggle of the first magnitude is being 
waged. Russia’s broad hint that Italy can gain noth- 
ing by ‘‘remaining at the window”? is menacing enough. — 
Unless the war is a draw Italy’s neutrality will en- 
danger her interests when the treaty of peace is being 
made. That Italy’s leaders have been able thus far to 
keep out of the maelstrom, is a tribute of strength and 
sagacity. Italian neutrality has been purchased at the 
cost of the best nerve forces of the peninsular kingdom. 
There is trouble enough now in the world and it is to 
be devoutly wished that the war can be ended and the 
question of Italian neutrality or belligerency ended in 
the best possible way.

CURRENT EVENTS LECTURE 


The last of the course of lectures 
by Miss Jennie Cole of Beverly was 
given at the Chapel Wednesday 
evening under the auspices of the 
Manchester Woman’s club to the 
largest attendance of the season. 
Miss Cole, who has been a favorite 
with Manchester audiences for 
some time was at her best Wednes- 
day evening and many pronounced 
the lecture the finest of her course 
here this winter. The greatest part 
of the lecture dealt with the ever 
interesting topic of the European 
war and the rest of the time was 
civen to cousideration of scientific 
and political facts here in the 
United States. 

Miss Cole spoke of the resources 
of England and of the success 
which she has had raising troops. 
The play, ‘‘England Expects,’’ 
which has been produced in Eng- 
land, particularly in London, has 
been a powerful factor in the re- 
eruiting of soldiers and Lord Kitch- 
ener is able to send 15,000 men to 
Europe each day. The present war is 
notable in the great wars of history 
because of the large scale of every- 
thing; Russia’s battle line is 2000 
miles long—the longest battle-line 
in history; the suffering is greater 
and more intense than ever before. 

Germany’s plans are still practic- 
able in spite of the reverses with 
which she has met, and of these one 
of the most interesting is the use 
she is making of the 500,000 Russian 
prisoners she has taken. The coun- 
try has been divided into sections 
and agriculturists have examined 
the conditions and the soil in each 
section so that planting may be 
done advantageously. If the plan 
works out, as it seems probable it 
may, Germany will have foodstuffs 
for seven years, so that, even if her 
ports are blockaded, she will be able 
to carry on the war. 

The three great factors in the war 
have been the submarine, the war- 
ship and the aeroplane; and the 
speaker told a little about the 
methods of attack, which have been 
employed with these three dread 
instruments of warfare. 

One of the significant movements. 
“hout which Miss Cole spoke parti- 
cularly, was the progress toward 
Constantinople, and if the city, 
which has been under the regime of 
the sultan for so long, is taken (and 
11 seems almost positive that it will 
be), Russia will gain Constantinople 
and the dream of years will be ful- 
filled. In this event, also, the Black

Sea will be open to the allies, and 


the great question underlying all 
this horrible controversy will be 
settled. 


Concerning the attitude of offi- 
cials and common people in differ- 
ent countries, Miss Cole had many 
new things to say. A man, who had 
served for many months in the 
trenches, stated under oath that the 
soldiers are not interested in the 
war, that it is a mere matter of 
business to them, and he told of 
one or two instances, which seemed 
to bear out his statement; Lloyd 
George and Winston Churchill have 
expressed the belief that England’s 
resources will not be exhausted 
even if still greater demands are 
made upon them, but that England 
must stick to the position she has 
taken, even if starvation follows: 
the German-Americans are loyal to 
the good things of Germany but 
hate Prussian militarism; the Prus- 
sians are divided in their opinion. 
some believing that the war will 
drag on too long and the others 
professing amusement at the de- 
feats of the allies; the French de- 
clare they will not lay down their 
arms until Alsasce and Lorraine 
have been regained and Belgian is 
again free; and there are 220,000,- 
000 people maintaining a neutral 
stand. 

A concise and accurate resume of 
the disturbing points in the neutral- 
ity of the United States was given 
and mention was made of the sug- 
gestion that nations on this side o¢ 
the -water take definite steps to 
decide what the rights of ships of 
foreign countries shall be. That the 
rights of the American people have 
been treated rather carelessly by 
yreat Britain and Germany seems 
to be an indisputable fact, and with 
a few figures about the inadequate 
defenses of the United States, Miss 
Cole brought the war topic of her 
lecture to a close. 

In a brief review of political eon- 
ditions in our own country, the 
speaker said that the last session of 
Congress had béen a record breaker 


in the matter of appropriations 
made and legislation carried 
through. Miss Cole told a little 


something about some of the bills 
which have become laws, and then 
passed on to the consideration of 


the strides, which are being made 


here in science even in_ these 
troubled’ times. The wireless con-

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MANCHESTER TOWN MEETING 


Appropriations of $221,440 Made and Meeting Not Yet Over. Investigation Committee on Concrete 


EN Manchester’s annual town 

meeting adjourned ‘Tuesday 
evening until the 13th of April, af- 
ter four night sessions, nearly all 
the articles of the warrant had been 
disposed of. Appropriations total- 
ling nearly $225,000 had been made. 
The matter of repairing concrete 
standpipe brought out the most dis- 
cussion of the meetings this week. 
A committee was appointed to in- 
vestigate into the matter in its varl- 
ous phases. Next in importance was 
the discussion on sewer assessments. 


Monday Evening Session 

Art. 33. J. S. Reed moved $3000 
be appropriated for the general im- 
provement and care of parks. 

The Fin. Com. recommends $2000. 

G. S. Sinnicks offered amendment 
that the amount be $2000 instead 
of 73000. 

C. L. Crafts favored keeping the 
tax rate down this year, and 
thought the board could get along 
with $2000. 

On the vote the amendment won. 
The vote for $2000, two-thirds vote 
being required, was 105 yes, 48 no. 

Art: 34. On motion of O. T. 
Roberts it was voted to place the 
newly acquired plot of land on 
Beach st. under the charge of the 
park board. The vote was 149 yes, 
1 no. 

Art. 35. J. S. Reed moved $3000 
be appropriated for the further im- 
provement of layout of Masconomo 
park. 

The Fin. Com. recommended no 
approp. be made this year. 

The moderator stated the town 
voted several years ago to spend 
$3000 annually until the layout was 
completed, but this does not bind 
the town arbitrarilly. 

Mr. Reed—Surprised the people 
take so little interest in the 
park. We ask only for what the 
town voted. 

G. §S. Sinnicks—There are so 
many expenditures unforseen that 
it is advisable to forego this expense 
this year. Of all the expenditures 
it- seems to me we can get along 
without this the easiest. 

J. S$. Reed—This is not unforseen. 
The sooner this work is completed 
the better for the town. 

The vote was put and resulted 
123 in favor, to 68 against, but two- 
thirds being necessary (126) it was 
not a vote. 


Standpipe Appointed. 


On motion of O. T. Roberts it was 
voted that a sum equal to the inter- 
est earned by the sewer funds 
($4187.58) be appropriated for 
use of the sewer commissioners. 

J. F. Scott asked what this extra 
money was needed for. 

O. T. Roberts—The land damage 
is not yet settled in all cases and 
we want money at our disposal to 
take care of these settlements as 
they are fixed up. 

Art. 61. To see if the town will 
approve and adopt the rate ‘to be 
charged for the use of sewers as 
recommended by the board in their 
report. ( A minimum charge of $3 
per year for 2000 cu. ft., as shown 


by the water meter, and 12c. per 100 . 


cu. ft. in excess of such minimum). 
M. J. Callahan moved to pass over.

Mr. Roberts thought there ought 
to be some explanation—either ac- 
cept these recommendations or do 
something else. 

G. S. Sinnicks moved to amend, to 
accept the recommendation of the 
sewer commissioners. 

M. J. Callahan said he had made 
the motion so as to bring the matter 
before the meeting. He did not 
think it fair; it costs 20c. to get the 
water into the house and 12c. to get 
it out. No matter what the water 
was used for,—whether in washing 
carriages, wetting down the street, 
or what not, a sewer tax must be 
paid on it, even though it run off 
in the gutter. He favored paying 
the sewer charges by taxation. , Un-

The cemetery 
trustees want $1000 to keep the 
grass mowed at the cemetery ; they 
get it. $500 is called for, to provide 
a series of band concerts; we get it. 
Likewise $500 is wanted to make the 
eagle scream and crack another bell 
on the Fourth of July; it comes. 
An extra $500 is wanted at the 
playgrounds; it is voted. $1250 is 
required to fix up the fire station; 
we get that. BUT—the park board 
want $3000 to keep the beach look- 
ing nice and provide bathing facili- 
ties, ete., and also to keep the pub- 
lic landing in condition at the Park, 
and they get $2000 of it. They want 
$3000 to carry along the work al- 
ready voted upon several years 
ago at the New park,—and they get 
nothing. It seems to the Whisperer 
that economy is a poor excuse. 
Rather it would seem to be poor 
economy to neglect the further im- 
provement of that piece of prop- 
erty that occupies such a prominent 
site on our harbor front, on the way 
to the beach.

town connect with the sewer, then 
it is unfair to force the sewer upon 
a small proportion of the inhabi- 
tants, when it is claimed the sewer 
is for the good of the whole town 

J. F. Seott—When this question 
of sewers came up originally people 
came in here and stated what a 
great benefit it would be for the 
town as a whole. The sewers are 
in, and now it is up to the natives 
to pay for them.’ It doesn’t seem 
fair. Ought to be some better way 
to get at it. 

O. T. Roberts. This is an un- 
American spirit—to ask people 
along the shore to pay our bills. 
The charges are very low. The low- 
est in the state. This is just, fair 
and equitable for all. We ought to 
stand on our feet and pay our own 
bills. 

Daniel O’Brien hopes the recom- 
mendations of the sewer com. pre- 
vails. 

J. EF. Seott thought the mainten- 
ance of sewers ought to be met 
through regular taxes. Sewers 
were put in for the welfare of the 
town; let the town pay the bills. 

KE. P. Stanley—The summer peo- 
ple are already paying $9000 this 
year in interest on the sewer bonds. 

C. L. Crafts—Doesn’t the poor 
man pay his part of that $9000? 

J. F. Seott—How much is needed 


for maintenance of sewers this 
year? 
O. T. Roberts. $5000. This as- 


sessment would bring in about half 
of it—$2500. The other $2500 
would come out of the regular tax 
levy. 

H. J. Gay—Does that include the 
waste from the standpipe? (Ap- 
plause) 

M. J. Callahan withdrew his mo- 
tion to pass over. 

The motion then was that the 
town approve and adopt the rate 
to be charged for sewers as recom- 
mended by the board. The vote was 
94 yes, 90 no. 

Art 62.0. T. Roberts moved 
$4600 be appropriated for mainten- 
ance of sewer department. The 
moderator announced it a unani- 
mous vote with the exception of one 
or two. 

Art. 63. Voted to petition the 
General Court for proper enabling 
act providing for consolidation of 
water and sewer departments. 

M. E. Gorman stated before the 
vote was taken that he deemed this 
not necessary as next year the town 
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would probably have a town man- 
ager, in which ease all departments 
would be consolidated. 135 yes, 11 
no. 
J. F. Scott. Let nature take its 
course. Perhaps next year the 
member of the water board will run 
for sewer commissioner; the boards 
will consolidate themselves. 

Art. 46. On motion of G. R. Dean 
it was voted that $700 be appro- 
priated for improving the baseball 
diamond at the playgrounds, the 
work to be done under the direction 
of the school committee. 

Somebody moved to pass over. 
This was lost by big majority. 

F. P. Knight felt this was an ex- 
pense which the taxpayers ought 
not to meet, but that those interest- 
ed should raise the money among 
themselves. 

Austin Morley and Ralph Stanley 
favored doing the work. The vote 
was counted, 195 yes, 11 no,—the 
largest vote of the evening. 

Art. 57. On motion of R. T. Glen- 
denning $1600 and receipts from 
dog tax was appropriated for main- 
tenanee of public library. 

Art. 31. Street lights. Select- 
man EK. 8. Knight moved the board 
of selectmen be authorized to em- 
ploy a competent electrical engineer 
to advise with them in arranging a 
eontract with the Manchester Elec- 
tric Co. for street lights. Mr. 
Knight further stated that the ecom- 
pany had been asked to demonstrate 
the various ecandlepower lights on 
some street so that the people could 
form an opinion as to what was best 
to do. He had received a communi- 
eation that day saying the company 
would be unable to do so. That 
means today, but we will get the 
information from some other source. 

The following appropriations were 
made: $200 and free use of town 
hall Memorial Day, to be expended: 
under the direction of the quarter- 
master of Allen Post; $1000 for care 
of cemeteries; $5300 for use of fire 
department, together with credits 
from use of horses; $500 for Fourth 
of July celebration; $500 for series 
of band concerts.

Gardening is one way of solving 
the high cost of living problem and 
is also an answer to the question of 
keeping boys and. girls in’ school 
when money for the home is needed, 
The school gardens, while good, are 
not ideal; the home garden is the 
best. Dr. Klaxton has said that a 
boy ean contribute $75 to $3800 
yearly to the support of the home 
with a garden, Gardening has also 
the advantages of increasing home- 
keeping and home interests, patriot- 
ism for the hometown or city, of 
being work that children can do and 
ean do well, and that is well paid. 

The most successful gardens of 
school children have been in those 
towns and cities where a paid super- 
visor has been employed. Manches- 
ter is a good local example of this 
poliey, The city should make an 
appropriation, said Mr. Treland, for 
good tools, correct preparation of 


the ground, ete.; exhibitions and 
prizes will also do a great deal to 
encourage the garden movement 
among children; an organization is 
quite necessary, In closing, Mr. 
Ireland expressed the hope that 


some time credits would be given in 
the Gloucester schools for garden 
work :

Enlist Aid of School Children in 
Stamping out Tent Caterpillar 


The ravages of the tent caterpil- 
lar have been so destructive to frit 
trees throughout Massachusetts for 
the last two or three vears that the 
State Board of Agriculture this vear 
intends to enlist the help of the 
school children in stamping out this 
pest, Notices have been sent to the 
superintendents of all the school 
that the board is offering four silver 
eups, two to be awarded to the pud- 
lie schools of towns or cities of over 
five thousand inhabitants, and two 
to the schools of towns under five 
thousand, whose pupils colleet.the 
greatest number of egge masses be- 
tween March 20 and Mav 1. The 
pupils are to report daily to their 
grade teacher the number of ege 
masses which they have collected, 
and the teachers in turn will make 
reports to the superintendent. The 
superintendents are to report to the 
Seeretary of the State Board of 
Agrioulture not later than May 4, 
1918. 

At this season of the year the 
masses of this caterpillar are 
easily deteeted as there are no 
leaves on the trees, and they form 
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a small black band around the limb. 
On cutting these open one will find — 
them filed with thousands of minute — 
eggs. These eggs begin hatching 

about the time that the leaves open, 
and the caterpillars then form the 
unsightly webs which have been 
such a prominent feature of the 
landscapes of Masachusetts for the 
last couple of years. The board — 
hopes that with the aid of the 57o- 
000 school children of the state 
most of the eggs can be destroyed 
before the hatching season begins.

people’s views upon public ques-— 
tions, and advise constantly with © 
their fellow men, that they fail to get — 
the point as to why Senator Clapp 

should draw the line so rigidly with | 
the President of the United States. 
On the oceasion of the visit Senator — 
Clapp remained with the President — 
for a time, and they doubtless found 
the weather neutral territory ‘for 
continuing their little chat. ‘

Among ineffective uses of human 
energy the watering of streets ranks 
high. They dry a few hours after 
the sprinkler has passed by, and the 
dust is soon blowing again. Oil is 
different. It stays down for weeks. 
It is disagreeable at first, but soon 
works its way into the earth, prov- 
ing in itself a good paving ingred- 
ient. Objections to the oiled road 
there are of course, but these are 
the lesser’ of two evils, lesser than 
the ceaseless task of spreading 
water, and lesser than the clouds of 
dust still more often in evidence. 

The world is coming to a new 


view of dust, just as it has come to 
a new view of the fly and the mos- 
quito and the measles and chicken- 
pox. Instead of being disguised 
blessings these are recognized evils. 
The world has long regarded dust 
as a necessary evil and so accepted 
it. A great English playwright 
spoke of milady’s ‘‘taking the dust 
in Hyde Park’’ in deseribing her 
afternoon ride. But this attitude 
of tolerance has changed. Dust is 
now known to be a purveyor of dis- 
eases of the .nose and throat and 
lungs. Its subordination has_ be- 
come a health measure. 


Our public works department 


should get after the dust as prompt- 
ly and effectively as possible. Our 
advise is to et after it with some- 
thing that will remain. effective 
longer than it takes to spread it on 
the streets.——Boston Herald.

A year ago a monument 
to the Confederate dead was dedi- 
eated in this cemetery and the Blue 
and the Gray met on an equal plane 
to properly dedicate it. On Mem- 
orial Day of each year the Presi- 
dent of the United States delivers 
an address at Arlington. It has 
become a custom that is so_ thor- 
oughly established that it is almost 
a national institution. Lest the 
splendor of this great annual event 
might be too frequently marred 
and its significance depreciated, it 
las been determined that a $750,000 
memorial ampitheatre and chapel is 
to be built, and Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels has turned the first 
shovelful of earth and work has be- 
gun on the memorial. The con- 
tract calls for completion within 
two years. The ampitheatre will be 
circular in form, open at the top, 
and contain a chapel. It will pro- 
vide a place where memorial exer- 
eises and other patriotic functions 
may be held and where shelter may 


be provided when occasion re- 
quires. 

‘Wants Another Inquiry 
The spectacular congressional 


lobby investigation of 1913 has not 
completely eliminated the lobby ac- 


cording to a statement by one of 
the most conspicuous characters un- 
veiled. Colonel M. M. Mulhall de- 
clares that ‘‘a few months after the 
investigation was over the old lobby 
began to come back, and they are 
stronger today in Washington and 
at the state capitals than they have 
ever been before.’’ Colonel Mul- 
hall, therefore, wants another in- 
vestigation. 


One-Cent Letter Postage 


Senator John W. Weeks, of Mas- 
sachusetts, may be counted as one 
of the half dozen best informed men 
in congress upon postal affairs. For 
many years he was chairman of the 
committee on postoffices and post 
roads of the house of representa- 
tives, and it was there that he 
achieved his best work, resulting in 
his election to the senate to succeed 
Murray Crane. Senator Weeks de- 
clares that the government is mak- 
ing a large profit on first-class mail, 
and he adds that too much discrim- 
ination exists in the postal laws fa- 
voring certain classes of mail. It is 
interesting to note that by some

‘‘reckons’’ that his department is 
earrying a load of about $50,000,- 
000 a year for other departments of 
the government and for subsidies to 
y ublishers. 


Farm Boys’ Clubs 

Less than half a dozen years ago 
a few boys who had made an un- 
usual showing in raising corn on an 
acre of land upon the farm where 
they lived were sent to Washing- 
ton. The agricultural department 
took the matter up in dead earnest, 
and now the boys are coming in 
trainloads. Other big bodies are 
made up of girls in canning clubs, 
but some of these girls have made 
the boys hustle in raising their 
prize acres of corn, peas, potatoes 
and other products of the soil 

The agricultural clubs are not 
the only juvenile excursionists to 
Washington, since thousands of 


high school children from New 
York, Brooklyn, New England and 
all over the eastern states make 
their pilgrimages to the capital 
each spring and summer. 


Parcel Post Not a Money Maker 


It was calculated that the parcel 
post would render an immense 
profit to the government, and de- 
partment officials prophesied in the 
heginning that Uncle Sam would 
clean up from $40,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000 annually upon this branch 
of the service. The postoffice itself 
appears to be in considerable of a 
quandary as to the results of the 
parcel post, but the special joint 
committee of congress, headed by 
Senator Bristow, has made a report 
upon the parcel post, and while it 
does not deal specifically with its 
revenue producing powers, it clear- 
ly indicates that this new feature in 


postal affairs is not a money maker. » 


The postoffice department makes 
millions of dollars on first class 
mail matter and loses it—and more 
—in carrying newspapers, mer- 
chandise and other classes of mail. 
As the principal function of the 
postoffice department is to transmit 
communications, the suggestion put 
forth by Senator Weeks boils down 
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to the plain proposition that inas- 
much as letter mail is undoubtedly 
able to pay its own way at the one- 
eent rate of postage, the people are 
entitled to that rate. But there is. 
no attempt upon the part of Senator 
Weeks or any one else who thinks 
as he does, to conceal the fact that 
one-cent letter postage would mean 
a higher rate upon parcels and see- 
ond class mail matter. 

As an inereased rate on second 
class mail matter would affect 
every publishing concern, it is very 
easy to forsee that any material 
growth of this one-cent letter post- 
age idea along the above lines will 
rapidly bring about the concerted 
opposition of the publishers against 
an increase in their postage rates. 
At the same time, the large ship- 
pers of merchandise through the 
mails will resist any attempt at 
‘‘revision upward’’ of parcel post 
rates. 

Undoubtedly Senator Weeks is 
right; nevertheless, there is little 
probability of one-cent letter post- 
age for a good many years.

Personality made history 1a 
the ancient days, and Mrs: Clark 
told of incidents in Plutarch’s lives 
to prove the point; the personality 
of Samuel Johnson has made him 
more famous than his greatest 
writings; the personality of Sir 
Walter Scott changed the whole 
trend of English literature of his 
Ralph Waldo Emerson’s 
personality charmed his audierices 
more than his wise words. 5

COMMUNICATION 


To the Editor of the Breeze, 
Dear Su ;— 

Town meeting has come and gone 
and considerable business was done. 
We have accepted electricity for ~ 
street lighting and no doubt it will 
prove satisfactory. At this time it 
appears a good proposition, to get 
the sentiment of the townspeople 
for the extension of gas mains from 
Gloucester for lighting, heating and 
domestic purposes. This movement 
was on last spring and the territory 
was gone over by experts. At this 
time the streets being in a poor con- 
dition, it would be a small matter 
for the mains to be _ installed 
throughout the town, as gas mains 
are only at the depth of two feet 
and are run on the edge of the 
roads and would not interfere with 
other mains and conduits. With a 
large demand for gas, same can be 
delivered here at the same rates as 
in Gloucester. The extension pass- 
ing through Magnolia would give 
the company a large revenue from 
the large estates and hotels. The 
summer residents use it in the eities 
and would install it in their sum- 
mer residences. Everybody would 
use gas for lighting, heating and 
cooking and for all domestie and 
mechanical purposes, if same could 
be delivered at city rates. The 
high price of coal is a factor to be 
considered and for the same cost 
more service can be received for the 
outlay in using gas for all domestic 
purposes. Why not be up to date, 
as all small towns nearby have gas 
service as well as electricty. 

It would be better if the town 
repair its roads this year, as several 
places that have been dug for sew- 
ers, ete., are not down to hard pan 
as yet. Money has been appro- 
priated to renew services and these 
trenches will surely settle during 
the year and will be the cause of 
ruining the best road that could be 
built, as all the water trenches go 
across the highways or part. This 
proposition should appeal to the 
Selectmen and save the amount ap- 
propriated for the roads this year 
and wait till 1916. 

Keep the tax rate down if possi- 
ble; we have tolerated bad roads 
for the last few years, why not try 
another, and when the roads are 
built all excavations of the previ- 
ous year will be settled.

STATE LAW GOVERNING 
RUBBISH FIRES 


Brush and grass fires such as 
have kept North Shore firemen 
busy for the past week or two call 
attention to the danger from that 
source. 

Under the most favorable condi- 
tions, there is always an element of 
danger in any sort of fire, small or 
large, and extreme caution should 
be used even at such times, but un- 
der such unfavorable conditions as 
have existed the past week or two 
there has been so great an element 
of danger that fires of any sort in 
the open air should have been pro- 
hibited, or failing the possibility of 
such action, a strict compliance of 
the law should have been enforced. 

The law governing rubbish fires 
is as follows :— 

“Tt shall be unlawful within any 
city or within any town which ac- 
cepts the provisions of this act, for 
any person to set a fire in the open 
air between the first day of March 
and the first day of December, ex- 
cept by the written permission of 
the fire warden or the chief of the 
fire department, or, in cities that 
have such an official, the fire com- 
missioner: provided, that debris 
from fields, gardens, and orchards, 
or leaves and rubbish from yards 
may be burned on ploughed fields 
by the owners thereof, their agents 
or lessees; and, provided, further 
that persons above eighteen yeass 
of age may maintain a fire for a 
reasonable purpose upon sandy or 
barren land, if the fire is enclosed 
within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every 
case such fire shall be at least two 
hundred feet distant from any for- 
est or sprout land, and at least fifty 
feet from any building, and _ shall 
be properly attended until it is ex- 
tinguished. The forest warden 
shall cause public notice to be giv- 
en of the provisions of this section 
and shall enforce the same.’’

With 
the inclinations and possibilities for foreign travel both 
cut off, American resorts are certain to profit by the cir- 
eumstances. The advertising plans of the great expo- 
sition to develop a Californian ‘‘see America’’ interest 
helps all along the line. Who wishes to seek California 
in the summer? 


The winter has been a short one, and despite the 
fact that the spring birds seem to have delayed their 
arrival, the season is on. The transfer of two large 
estates on the North Shore is another sign of an open- 
ing season. It is time to begin to think about leaving 
the city to open the country home. 


How strange it is! One does not hear very much 
about Ussher’s new book on Pan-Americanism. What 
is the matter? Does the public suspect that he wished 
to write a ‘‘big’’ seller and have refused to co-operate? 


Manchester is to continue its policy of having a 
series of band concerts. These summer festivals are 
welcome in the life of the people. The money is well 
expended. 


With two new libraries in Lynn, one in Swamp- 
scott and one in Beverly Farms to be built this year one 
would suspect that an intellectual revival had arrived 
on the Shore. 


With new sewers, new electric lights and new 
streets and well kept sidewalks, Manchester-by-the-Sea 
intends to stay on the map for a while. 


The efficacy of the derailer that sets automatically 
when a draw bridge is open on a railroad line was 
demonstrated at Devon beyond a doubt. 


Watch out for the Census Man. He is harmless, 
and the information he obtains will be confidential, 


Due heed should be given by everyone to the proc- 
lamation issued by the Governor concerning the new 
census. ‘‘The sole purpose of the census is to secure 
general statistical information regarding the popula-— 
tion of the State, and replies are required from indi-— 
viduals only in order to compile general statistics. The — 
census hag nothing to do with taxation, with army or 
jury service, with the compulsion of school attendance 
with the regulation of immigration, or with the enforce- 
ment of any national, state or loeal law or ordinance, 
nor can any person be harmed in any way by furnishing ~ 
the information reqquired. There need be no fear that 
any disclosure will be made regarding any individual, — 
person, or his affairs, since for the due protection of the — 
rights and interests of the person furnishing informa- 
tion every employee of the Bureau of Statistics engaged — 
in this work is prohibited, under very heavy penalty, 
from disclosing any information which may thus come 
to his knowledge.’’ With such a statement from the 
Governor the census-takers in this district should be 
able to finish their work without prejudices to over-- 
come. 


- Congressman Gardner made a telling argument in — 
his Hyde Park debate, when he stated that ‘“‘the fastest 
warship in the United States navy is slower than the ~- 
slowest of the nine that fought recently in the North — 
Sea, and that the Bleucher, which was sunk because it 
was too slow to escape, was faster than any ship in our 
navy with a few exceptions.’’ It is not a wise policy 
for America to dream too much of peace. Militarism 
will not be the God of America, but Americans should 
count the cost and be prepared to make such defence of 
their native heath as to make an enemy think twice 
before making an attack. 


Tuberculosis is one of the greatest curses of the 
human race, and medical science is but beginning to 
grapple with the problem. The man or group of men 
who can contribute anything to the fight are rendering 
a service to humanity.

Przemysl is not Berlin nor is St. Mihel Paris. The 
dreary war drags on and on. 
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The Boston & Maine railroad has issued an an- 
nouncement of new rates for passenger service, to 
become operative on April 1. The old fifty-ride tickets 
have been discontinued and a new ticket called the 
family ticket for twenty-five rides is issued at the rate 
of two cents per mile. These tickets have a time limit 
of three months and must bear the name of the indi- 
vidual to whom they are sold. It is anticipated that, 
roughly speaking, the railroad will be able to increase 
its revenue over three hundred thousand dollars. It is 
not expected that there will be many complaints from 
the public. There are always objections when rates are 
graded up. But railroads as well as individuals should 
have a reasonable living wage. Some of the commuta- 
tion tickets now outstanding are at a rate of one and 
one-half cents per mile. No railroad can do business on 
a rate as low as that. The traveling public have no 
right to expect a transportation company to carry 
them at aloss. The relief that is given by the new rates 
should be allowed. Those using the railroads every day 
are still able to purchase special tickets. The new 
schedule will put the ‘‘ticket scalper’’ out of business. 
Many, of course, will have anticipated the raise by the 
purchase of tickets under the old schedule, but in time 
these will all be used up and everyone will purchase 
tickets on an equal basis. 


The school children are already busy helping the 
cities and towns by destroying the nests of the destruc- 
tive tent caterpillars. Now is the time to destroy 
them. It will be much more difficult to destroy them 
after the season has warmed up and the caterpillars 
begin to crawl. The children of Manchester and 
Beverly Farms killed hundreds of thousands of these 
destructive caterpillars. Here is an opportunity for 
improvement societies to do good work. 


The Catholic Churches all over the country ob- 
served Peace Sunday last week and committed them- 
selves by addresses and prayers to the cause of inter- 
national peace. The Church is still a mighty power, 
and its influence cannot be gainsaid. With all the 
churches of America united in this movement, the harm- 
ful doctrine of militarism will find it hard to vain a 
foothold here.

The State has committed itself 
to the task of reconstructing the capitol, and the work 
should be prosecuted, not stinting the cost. Architec- 
tural unity demands that the wings should balance each 
other and that the Joy Street properties should be pur- 
chased to avoid injury to the beauty of the whole 
structure and the usefulness of the west wing. 


Former President William HK. Corey of the United 
States Steel Corporation is the authority for the state- 
ment that the United States is about to receive a great 
impetus in business during the next year, and that once 
attained it will be impossible for Europe to get it away 
from America. If the old world should fail in its en- 
deavors to gain a commercial ascendency over America 
by peaceful means, will it try another way when their 
armies are fresh and well organized? Perish the 
thought! 


The Craigs are to have a new theatre of their own 
Their successes at Castle Square entitles them to the 
new structure.

New Fares on B. & M. 


The Boston & Maine railroad has 
filed a schedule with the public ser- 
vice commission abolishing all five, 
ten, 12, 15, 25, 50 and 100-ride com- 
mutation tickets and issuing in 
their place what are known as 25- 
ride family tickets, good for the 


person whose name the ticket bears 
and his immediate family, and 
which will be good for only three 
months from the date of issue. The 
rates are practically the same as 
was proposed for the 50-ride tickets 
under the schedule which was 
turned down by the public service 
commission, being based on actual 


distance at the rate of two cents per 
mile. 

No change will be made in the 
regular monthly or pupils’ season 
tickets. but the railroad officials are 
at work on a new schedule for 
single fares, based on a two and a 
half cents rate on the actual dis- 
tances. 


SPEAKS ON ROADS 
Col. Sohier Talks on Road Con- 
struction at Toronto 


Col. Wm. D. Sohier 
who is chairman of the Mass. 
Ilighway Commission, spoke at the 
international Road Convention in 
Toronto yesterday afternoon on 
‘Traffic and Its Relations to Road

Construction, Maintenance anid 
Cost.” He said“in part: 

‘With modern Massachusetts 
motor vehicle travel a newly built 


macadam road without any bitum- 
inous materials having been used on 
it will easily be destroyed in one 
inonth, so far as its surface is con- 
cerned, and will be damaged so that 
it will require fifteen to twenty-five 
cents a square yard to put it back 
into condition so that some bitum- 
‘inous material can be used. With a 
certain volume and weight cf 
traffic, granite block on a concrete 
base will perhaps be the most 
economical, especially for heavy, 
concentrated — loads. Thirty-ton 
loads on four wheels are very com- 
mon near the docks in Liverpool, 
where six-inch granite blocks on a 
concrete base has been worn for 
cighteen years. 

‘‘In figuring costs you must figure 
what the road has to bear in tons or 
otherwise. Speaking in round num- 
bers, you will find on figuring the 
English roads and American roads 
that it costs about a cent a vehicle 
a mile per year to maintain the 
roads. It would not surprise me it 
the same were true on dirt roads. 
Dirt roads, of course, will not stand 
very much heavy teaming, no mat- 
ter if they are kept constantly 
patched. For merely . automobile 
travel, cars on pneumatic tires, you 
ean economically and satisfactorily 
maintain a gravel or macadam road 
in the summer season by the proper 
use of a good bitumen and constant 
maintenance and patching. 


‘‘The increased cost on many 
water-bound macadam roads in 
England when the motor bus _ ser- 


vice was put on was substantially 
four cents a mile for every mile that 
the busses, which weighed six tons, 
including their lead, went over the 
road. Proportionately a small run- 
about would probably cost about a 
quarter of a cent; a large touring 
car from one to two cents, and prob- 
ably a heavy horse-drawn vehicle 
with a three-ton load would cost 
about the same. Constant mainten- 
ance costs money. Our labor costs 
are much in excess of those im 
France and England. Our materials 
probably cost the same, though in 
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Massachusetts our stone is cheaper 
than the French or English im- 
ported Belgian or Welsh granite, 
which is practically a hard trap- 
rock. 

‘‘ All the Frenche roads, even little 
country roads, cost over $100 a 
mile a year on the average to main- 
tain. Even the little country roads 
in England have cost more. The 
French engineers practically state 
that they need $770 a mile for many 
miles of road on their main roads to 


adequately maintain them; the 
Iinglish county engineers spent 


$1,100 a mile on the average on 
their main county roads, and we in 
Massachusetts are spending $850 a 


mile. These figures, of course, in- 
elude’ not only ordinary mainten- 
ance, but resurfacing when, say, 


one-half of the original road surface 
has worn off. The people must be 
made to vealize that if the original 
investment in roads is not to be lost 
adequate provision must be made 
for the maintenance of the roads, 
and the money secured from some 
source.”

The Writers’ League of Boston 
has sent a protest to the Whittier 
Club of Amesbury on the occasion 
of the latter club having an anti- 
Suffrage talk by Mrs. Henry ee 
White at their meeting on March 24 
(according to announcements). We 
protest that inasmuch as the noble 
poet, Whittier, was a strong Sut- 
fragist, an anti-Suffrage meeting at 
a club that bears his name is not 
only an inconsistency, but an insuit 
to his memory. The little Ames- 
bury club probably does not know 
that Mrs. White is not taken serl- 
ously in the literary world, nor that 
her anti-Suffrage speeches are full 
of inaccuracies; but that is not the 
point. The point ist bam no 
‘Whittier Club’? can with dignity 
vive a hearing to the cause of anti- 
woman, anti-freedom, anti-democ- 
racy. 

In this connection it is well to re- 
member the whole of that great 
eroup who stood, with Whittier, for 
Abolition and for Woman Suffrage, 
which included Julia Ward Howe, 
Wendell Phillips, Emerson and the 
Aleotts, George William Curtis, 
Lucy Larecom (of Beverly), ‘‘Gail 
Hamilton’’ (Abigail Dodge) (of 
Hamilton) and later Mrs. James T. 
Fields. And let me add that Mrs. 
Howe’s daughter, Maud Howe 
Elliott, is one of the honorary vice- 
presidents of our Writers’ League. 
while some of the poets of the day 
who are our members are Percy 
MacKaye, Witter Bynner, Nathan 
Haskell Dole, Josephine Preston 
Peabody, Mildred Howells. Alice 
Brown, and more. First and last, all 
the real poets have sung of human 
brotherhood and_ sisterhood, and I 
feel that all these great ones of the

Whittier. I will close with a quo- 
tation from his poem, ‘“The Pas-’ 
toral Letter?’ (in. which . he de- 
fended the Grimké sisters, who were 
persecuted in Massachusetts for 
speaking for the Abolition of Slav- 
ery and for Women’s Rights) : 

‘CA elorious remnant lingers yet, 

Whose lips are wet at Freedom’s 

fountains, 
The coming of whose welcome feet 

Is beautiful upon our moun- 

Paunies" 

(The whole poem should be read, 
also the one called ‘‘Lines on a Fly 
Leaf,’’? which refers to Gail Hamil- 
ton and other women.)

ation. 

The committee as made up so far 
consists of Senators Owen, Gore, 
Hoke Smith and Hollis, and Repre- 
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sentatives Glass, Virginia; Phelan, 
Massachusetts; Hayes, California; 
Lever, South Carolina; Morse, In- 
diana, and Helly, Oregon. 


Total of 29,367 Bills Offered 

The total number of bills intro- 
duced in the Senate and House dur- 
ing the three sessions of the Sixty- 
third Congress, which recently end- 
ed, was 29,367. Of this huge number 
comparatively few were enacted 
into law. In the Senate, 7,751 bills 
were introduced, 573 resolutions 
and 244 joint resolutions. In the 
House the number of bills intro- 
duced was 21,616; resolutions, 751; 
joint resolutions, 439, and concur- 
rent resolutions, 60.

Jobbing Promptly Attended te 
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“The War and the Way Out.” The 
address was interesting, not only 
for the faets it presented, but for 
the clear and concise manner ot 
their presentation. The speaker 
eave three arguments against war; 
the biological, the economic and 
the moral arguments. Considering 
race—i. e., the science of better men 
and women—it ean readily be seen 
that war must of necessity conthict 


with the ideals for bettering the 
human race. Armies are made up 


of the strongest and the bravest of 
the men of the nation, because only 
the strong can endure the hardships 
of a war campaign and only the 
brave volunteer. A large number of 
these men, the flower of their na- 
tion, will be killed off in battle, 
leaving the country weakened and 
in the hands of the weaklings and 
the cowards; instead of the survival 
of the fit, it is the survival of the 


unfit. The effeet upon the next gen- 
eration is that of lowering all 
standards: Myr, Haskins gave ex- 


amples from history to prove that 
this result is inevitable. Rome’s 
decadence was due to the centuries 
of fighting, which had taken away 
the finest of her men, leaving the 
Celestial City to the interior ones; 
Spain lost her old strength and 
power because of her too great de- 
sire to expand and to conquer; 
England, while not in any sense a 
decadent nation, is still not so 
strong as she would have been if she 
had not lved up to her motto, 
‘Send ye forth the best ye breed,” 
for generations and thus taking a 
vital part of the male population 
away from the mother 
even the United States has felt the 
loss of the best blood, particularly 
in the South, from the Civil war; 
in the days of Napoleon, thousands 
of the bravest and, incidentally, the 
tallest men in Franee were killed 
off, with the result that there has 
been a steady decrease in heights 


among the French soldiers until it 


has become necessary to lower the 


required standard in the army, TI e- 


economic argument, or the argu- 
ment of material things, is the ar 


eument whieh appeals to the self-— 
seeking man more than to the moral — 


man. and Mr. Haskins’ endeavor 
was to prove that even the gains of

War are not an unmixed blessing 
and may prove to be a loss to even 
the winning side. Usually the first 
mentioned gain from a war is in- 
demnity, but, if such a sum means 
a financial panic in the country, it 
may result in a very material loss; 
the same is true of annexation and 


colonization, as in the case of the 


annexation of Alsace and Lorraine 
by the Germains and of the African 
colonies of various European na- 
tions. The losses of war must be 
borne by the winning nation as well 
as by the loser, and the immense 
cost of maintaining an army in ac- 
tion and the loss in international 
business are no small considerations. 
The last argument, the moral argu- 
ment, Mr. Haskins dwelt upon at 
some length, pointing out that 
right, not might, ought to settle a 
disputed point, and that because a 
nation wins, she is not necessarily 
right, but strong. If the civiliza- 
tion, which man has built up and 
which encourages education, art, 
democracy and Christianity, is right 
(and most of us admit that it is), 
then war, which is obviously op- 
posed to these things, must be 
wrong. The first ‘‘way out,’’ Mr. 
Haskins spoke of as being the great 
theory of arbitration, which gives 
promise of a sane and dignified way 
of settlement for all disputes. A 
committee of inquiry, if only to give 
the nations involved time to ‘‘cool 
off,’’ would save many a war—the 
Spanish-American, for example. The 
elimination of potential causes 
would, of course, be a great step in 
the final abolition of war. Among 
these potential causes, Mr. Haskins 
placed the transfer of territory 
against the will of the inhabitants, 
again the 
Alsace-Lorraine, and the abolition 
of armaments and of the war sys- 
tem. Disarmament would have to 
be universal. The Hague Confer- 
ence presents an opening for amic- 
able settlement of trouble between 
nations, and may, perhaps, play an 
important part in this war. The 
greatest factor in doing away with 
war, Mr. Haskins concluded = by 
saying, is the public opinion in the 
eight great nations of the world, 
and, when that public opinion de- 
mands the obliteration of militar- 
ism, there will be no more war. It 
is to this end that the peace 
societies are working, to help to 
form public opinion, so that that. re- 
sult will come about more quickly 
than it otherwise would.
